Suspension 
Justified 

Racial incidents, often created through the 
misunderstandings of whites and blacks, usually 
grow more complicated and exidosfve after the 
inddeitt is ended. 

That is the case in the dtstmhanee ft 
Moore haU over an allegedly obscene ^ put 
up by two white students and torn down by 
biadc students. 

The white students, although they may not 
have realized how ugly and cruel the sign was, 
shoudl have been aware of what the black 
students' reactions would be. 

NO HUMAN BEING, be he white, blacdc or 
yellow, appredaies dermatory lemaiks about 
his race tbat are based on pieiudice. 

The hm^ students, insulted by the lack of 
taste shown by the white students, were 
justified in insisting that some ^pe of jiption 
be taken. 

A public apology is not enough in this 
case. If Americans are going to listen to what 
the Kemer report on civil disturbances says 
about white racism, then now is tini» to 
change attitudes on racial rations and 
iea^ion& The sign was a product of tiie racist 
culture hi which we have grown up; those 
vettiges of racism must be eradicated if 
Americans intend to live peacefully together. 

Suspending the students was a haish action 
in the opinions of many persons on this 
campus. But the action prevented a more 
serious confrontation by the Moore students 
and it provided time for the white students to 
consider their aotioir. 

ALIBOUGH THE incident has ended, talk 
about it and other racial issues here con^^pcs. 
It appears hi anonymous letters to the editor, 
in which people vent their fears and hatred, or 
in hushed tones at the dinner table. It has no 
target, except at "them" as the politicians say. 

Although the incident may be forgotten in 
time, resentment will not die away as easily. 
And students, as well as the human relations 
commission, should begin to counteract this 
problem with open discussions^ about their 
reactions. 

If this Univ^ty is ever gdng to fofget 
color disttnctiofis and start thinking about 
humans instead, then both races must start 
examining how their actions and their attitudes 
affect each other. - li^ conner.

Even though women represent a majority of the population, they 
probably are discriminated against more than any other group in 
America, Mm Friedan said In a Union Ne#s and Views addms 
Tuesday.

THE COLLEGIAN STAFF, after more 
than a year studying NSA*s programs, 
attending the Congresses in Maryland and here, 
and listening to the aiguments pro and con, 
supports K-St8te*s aOUiaiioii with NSA. 

There aie sev^ reasons for this stand: 

First, NSA ofifets K-State a voice in 
deciding what student opinions shoukl be 
represented on national issues to Congress. We 
believe that delegates to NSA Congresses 
should be elected to provide an opportunity 
for all points of view to be represented. 

SECOND, NSA allows K-Statc to 
disassociate itself mth any stands that students 
here do not support as a «^(^. The Collegian, 
in many instances, does not support past NSA 
stands and beUeves fliat students should 
exMdse the fii^t to approve or disapprove any 
policies of NSA. These stands should be 
inesented to the student body in a referendum. 

Third, NSA provides a meeting-ground for 
students from activist campuses to exchange 
ideas freely and without concern over 
administrative restraints. Student power - as 
' K-State has shown - can be producthre and 
can create understanding in the Univentty 
community. Delegates to NSA oongrenes and 
conventions can hear viewpoints from radical 
to conservative «id choose what they w«it to 
initiate here. 

Fourth, NSA is delving into the issues that 
are vital to educational development - 
investigating University racism, criticizing 'in 
loco parentis" supervision and promoting 
educational reforms that improve dasses and 
student -admhiistfative relationships. 

The Collegian believes that students on this 
campus, representing moderate, conservative or 
liberal viewpobits, can influence stands in the 
future in NSA. Delegates to the Congresses can 
teU other campuses <^ what students have 
accomplished here in areas such as human 
relations, University for Man, curriculum and 
otlier college council representations — aU 
vestiges of student involvement 

The Collegian does not believe Uiat any 
group of students - whether they are Greeks 
or agriculture students or conservatives - needs 
to fear that NSA will disrupt this campus or 
destroy tiie educational foundation of K-State. 

IN THE LAST few days, misleading 
statements have appeared in a STOP NSA ad 
in the Collegian asking Greeks to oppose NSA 
and claiming that NSA supports subversive 
activities. 

NSA is a controversial group, a group that 
attracts mud-slinging from all sides, yet it is 
tlic most representative voice of divergent 
student opinions. The alternative. Associated 
Student Governments (ASG), does not 
encounter mudsilnging and controversy because 
it is a passive student-council group. 

IC-State deserves the better of the two 
groups, NSA, and K-State students deserve the 
chance to make their opinions known through 
NSA. That chance is offered today. Students 
should vote "yes" for affiliation with NSA. —

Explosion^ Fires Trap 
West Virginia Miners 



MANNINGTON, W. Vs. (UPI) 
- A aariaa of axplosiona 
thundered tinrougli a fanga soft 
coal mine Wednesday, touching 
off raging fires and ^ping 78 
miners deep underiroiuid. 

A mine official add thelirlfena 
were in "great jeopardy." 

Because of smoke, fire and the 
threat of addilioaal exptoskms, 
any icacne attempt waa pit 
untfl at least this morning. 

The fiitt and largest blast at 
the LUwallyn Portal of 
Con solvation Coal Co.'s 
Mannington mine occurred about 
5:30 a.m. as the 99 workers 
repotted lo be on duty wen 
neariag Hw tAd of tto pawyai d 
shift. 

THE WORK roster was 
dcitioyed in the initial explosion, 
baUmd cauaed by altiiar gai or 
c oal dust, and company officials 
began a telephone head count. 

Thirteen minen scrambled to 
safety iianiadlaiair aftar the first 
blast let go. 

Eight others were rescued 
about 11 a.m., in a large bucket 
lowered 700 fa** by a cnma to an 
unravaged section of the mine. 
There was no contact with those 
tnpped. 

**ANY RESCUE attempt irill 
be impossible tonight because of 
the density of the flames and 
smoke," William Poundstone, an 
execittive vice present at 
Consolidation Coal, tirid lepoiteia 
at an early evening press 
conference. 

He said the "best and moat 
skilled** mine rescue men avaUable 
f r m throughout the country

Ameiictiu — llie kind that are discriminated affdnat — 
because I'm pertly a first-generation American. But I*m 
not a hyphenated Amnican for one reason: I'm a WASP. 

My badtgreiiiid it t ndxtiiie of birii, EngHsh and 
Australto, various varietiea of Protectantism and 
Caucausian ficial featurea. Vm « eraunon vari^ of 
American. 

BUT WHAT does thia baekgroimd impJy hi 
Amerka? It means tltot no one thinks Vm a foreigner, a 
mixture of ethnic groups or religious sects. It means that 
no employer or landlord thinics twice about the color of 
my iUn or the way I talk. Unleaa I volunteer the 
informatkiD that Fn ool ^ **piain AoMifctn,** no one 
loaowa or cares. 

Benuse I'm not identified as a hyphenated 
American, I'm accepted as an individuaL No one speaks 
of me in the cat^osy of WASP-Amedcan or 
Australian -American or any of my other backgounds. 
But my friends become Mejfican-Americans, 
Afro-Americans or Jewish-Americaiu or any otbn term 
tmphailzlns that they can be ea^ofiied diffaami^ 
ft<Hn **plun Americans." 

Sometimes the terms change and hyphenations are 
forgotten as a means of identification. If I had been 
UMag 80 yean ago iHmn my ancertofi 1 wo^ 
have been cat^curized at an IriahrAmerican. My name 
would have been ctwe tot diacrimlnatioii by e najofity 
of Americans. 

LATER I would ham been aootfted at a "plain 
American" and I could have gloried in my identity as 
part of the "fighting Irish." Now th at identity is 
reflected only in my name and in the heritage 1 read 
about in hittofy books. 

If I bad been here at the time of the Revolutionary 
War, I would have been fighting as a "patriot" for the 
rights of economic and poUtinl independence of the 
colonists. 

But I would have been called a "patriot" by the 
English tax fi^lias at a Tory. After the war ended, there 
was only one kind of patriot - a "plain American." My 
identity as the revolutionary patriot has been related 

If I had emiptled to the colonies in the 1 600*s with 
the rest of the Puritans who disliked and were 
persecuted by the Church of England, I would have been 
called a reUilicnit heretic. 

BUT I could have fought the battle for religious 
freedom, for the right to be a Protestant of a different 
variety than the accepted type. Now my religion is the 
afio^ied vtfiety and I do not ham to fii^t to be 



The only battle I've never had to fight and my 
ancestors never fought for me is the right to be white. 
That tight we inheiltMl, taking it for granted at a color 
of onatioii aco^^cd in tiie wodd. 

But if creation had made me black or brown or 
yellow, then the WASP world, . particulaiiy **plain 




Americana,** wmU not have feoognized my fahfttted 

right. And I would be fighting the battle to be accepted 
today, as an individual, rather than as a categorized 
hyphenated American. 

AMD IP Ivere Made or bfown or yellow, I would be 
discriminated against by "plain Amoicans." I would 
come to know bitterness, fruttntlon, dlatruit and hatred 
in the battle for acceptance. 

1 w<Hdd know ttwt if I Aowed pride in my ooUx^a^ 
my ethnic group, in my supreme loyalty to that group - 
whether through a raited Uack-gloved fist or my speech 
— I would be criddzed, hated and feared by those who 
do not in^erttand that piide. 

And if I daimed to be at much a patriot in the 
battle for my human rights as the colonists were in the 
Revolution, "plain Americans" would only shake their 
heads mA dMi^ad the patriotism ni *1aw and order." 

SOCIBTY woidd talk about me in hypheatled 
tennt — never giving me the right to be a "plain 
American" or whatever identity 1 wanted •§ an 
individual. 

• • • 

But I am already a "plain American." I have never 
fought a battle for my human rights as a WASP. I do not 
encounter hyphenation. I have inherited acceptance in 
Ametlea tt a bfrduii^. 

I can identify myidf at Australian-AmeiiGaft or 
Caucasian- American or Protestant-American. But those 
hyphenations imply no category of dtsoinunation. They 
impfy I am l^tified in the ftooepted cat^oty of **plain 



AND SO, as a first-generation American who^^ 
background is not questioned, I depkne the Insk of 
battles I can fight for my own identity. 

I will never know what it meant to fight for my 
ethnic group't or the nation's political and economical 
independence and for religious freedom. Even more 
tragically, I and the rest of white America will never 
exporienoe what it it Uce to tat light to be 
white - or Mack orydlow orbiowa-tndbepraittdof 
it. 

And we WASPs will never experience what it means 
to the individual's identity to move out of the gb^M of 
l^itenatkm and into the toeiety of **plifai Amefica«.**

What a weelc for 8ig Eight football Thiee conference 
powers - Kansas, Missouri and Oklahoma - already have 

accepted post-season bowl bids this week and the graiid 
finale to decide the Big £igiit champion is yet to come on 

Saturday. 

THE BIG ONE, of course, is at Columbia, Mo., 
where Kansas (8-1 and 5-1 in conference) and Missouri (7-2 
and 5-1) square off with nothing less than 
oo^hamplonship assured for the winner. 

The victor could idso run off with all the toys if 
Oklahoma (S-3 and 4-1) should stumble against Nehra^ or 
Oklahoma State, wliich appean unlilcely. 

Both Kansas and Missouri will be armed to the hilt for 
t^ihe nation's oldest collegiate gridiron feud west of the 
Rlississippi. Statistically, the game is a perfect match. 
Kansas, sixth ranked, is first in Big Eight rushing offense, 
total offense and scoring offense. Missouri, 13th ranked, is 
first in rushing defense, passing defense, total defense and 
scoring defense. 

ADD TO THIS the feet that Missouri is thifd in total 
offense and setning offense and Kansas is third in total 
defense and scoring defense. Most intriguing figure is KU's 
39.9-point per game average, tops nationaUy, and Mizzou's 
11.7 defensive yield. 

With both teams at their best, and they should be, the 
game will probably be decided by that old stigma the 
mistake. I'll give the edge to the best defense (Missouri) to 
commit the fewest errors, and on new year*s day well 
watch the Big Ei^t*s second place team in the Orange 
Bowl after the Ttgeis triumph, 27-24. 

ANOTHER TOP attraction will be at Norman, Okla., 
where the Oklahoma Sooners will be upset tatgete of the 
Nebraska Cornhuskers (6-3 and 3-3). Oklahoma, no doubt, 
^Hias jelled as indicted by back-to back victories over Kansas 
and Missouri. The Sooners are hungry tor a share of the 
championship after an early loss to C oloiado and defensive 
problems almost wiped them out of the picture. 

Nebraska sports a solid defense (second in all four Big 
Eight defensive categories) but so did Missouri only to be 
ripped for 177 yards by 011*8 Steve Owens last Saturday. 
The Sooner buzz-saw offense should cut through the 
Cornhuskers, too, 28-16. 

IN OTHER GAMES, the aerial circuses of K-^tate (3-6 
and 1-5) and Oklahoma State (3-5 and 2-3) compete in 
Manhattan and Colorado (4-5 md 3-4) mak^ war on the 
Air Force Falcons (6-3). 

Colorado is battered with injuries and what's left of 
the Buffaloes won't be enough to stop the high-tlying 
Falcons, 24-14.

HAVING TO mdntain liva 
animals for the study of pnndtw 
is expensive and troublesome. 

The worms still cannot be 
t studied comfdetdy becanaa their 
requirements for life are imfala of 
the animal only, he added.

He has been able to maintain 
most of the life cyde of Hw 
pmailtfe worm throui^ aD but 
one of the five stagM of tile 
complete life cycle. 

"OF THE 12 or 13 parasites 
that have been oiltlvated in test 
tubes, eight hswe been cultivated 
to the adult stage in this project. 

"The stage that occurs in the 
anfattd, actual reproduction, is the 
atage that is difficult to reinoduoe 
in the test tube," he said. 

The stage of fertilization has 
been reached but progress ends 
here with the inaUIity to obtrin a 
new living offspring. 

"WE NEED to be able to keep 
the life cycle going. We start witii 
an egg and end with an agg but 
can't seem to be ahto to git one to 
hatch, he said. 

"I*m not sure just estactiy what 
ttie problem is but we get daatiH of 
the early embroyo. Once we can 
get past this stage it will open the 
jEwld,'* Dr. Leland explained. 

It has been a known foot for 
some time, that animals who have 
been infected by parasites build 
up a certain amount or resistance 
to that parasite doa to 
by-products that tiiase worms 
kta in the hpil.

A prairie statesman in his own right, Sen. George 
MoGovem exhibits a backpound cultivated in the farmlands 
of South Dakota and shaped by hitotiational pditics of the 
last decade. 

McGovern is unlike any other spokesman in the field of 
agriculture ~ he has been acclaimed for his political courage 
on many issues as well as his fann legislation - and ha., 
continues to speak out. 

When he entered Congress in 1956, he was the first 
Democrat to represent South Dakota since 1 936. He secured 
the passage of more bUls, including the National Defense 
Education Act of 1958, than any of his 44 new Congressional 
coUeagues. 

President John Kennedy, who in 1961 named McGovem 
the first Food for Peace Director, said of his record: . . 
that is why the farmer needs a friend like George McGovern 
in Washington today . . . he has rendered a service not only 
to this State but to all of us who want to get behind a 
responsible (farm) bill which has some hope of success." 

McGovern, who readily accepted his task of transferring 
the American farmer's abundance to the world's hungry, 
apokt often of the dangers of not enough food to feed the 
millions: *The wodd is running out of food. That is a fact of 
Hfe, and not death; not just death for the hundreds of 
thousands who are starving routinely today, but for hundreds 
of millions a scale comparable only to nuclear holocaust — 
within the next three decades." 

In 1962, after establishing the World Food Bank and 
other Food for Peace projects, McGovern resigned to return 
to Congress as a senator. Since then* he has served sU years in 
the Senate, has been a candidate for the Demociatic 
nomination for President and hat been elected to anotiwr 
S«iate term. 

A man of the peofte, yet a man of intellect and 
diplomacy - that is Geofga McGovern - a man who has been 
characterized as building his philosophy of life upon three 
foundations: food, farmers and his fellow men.

Jolts Status Quo

The crime? Boring mass lectures, stifling 
student opinion/ required class attendance, too 
much memociz^ion md not enough originality 
in t ests. 

THE ACCUSED? Teachers who give the 
same tests year after year^ professois who only 
check the number of d>flenGes or quizzes 
missed to determine a grade, teadiing assistants 
who foflow the rules set down by the 
department instead of tiying sonwthing 
experimental 

The witnesses? Students who have spent 
one to five years plodding through the required 
courses, attendance records and mass lectures. 
Faculty who have seen students afraid to say 
what they really think but instead answer what 
they believe is expected of tiiem. 

The judge and jury? Students who are tired 
of having education already packaged for them 
in neat categories (majors, sequences, 
pferequisites) and having classes that do not 
change from year to year or teacher to teacher. 

TODAY'S TRIAL is only the culmination 
of much student grumbling about what is 
wrong with education here. There have been 
many signs in the past to indicate that change 
is occurring and is needed even moce. 

Pass-fail eounes ivere initiated mote than a 
year ago yet only a small proportion of 
students are enrolled in such classes. 

University for Man bepn a year ago and 
Jutt giovm each semester. 

HONORS SEMINARS study what students 
want to and are guided only by a faculty 
member so that discussion can evolve 
effectively. A few colleges have seminars 
similar to these but they are limited in tenns 
of participants. 

In general, classes on this campus do 
deserve to be tried and found guilty of many 
crimes. It is difficult for tliis writer to look 
back over four years in tiie broad area of arts 
and sciences and find more than half a dozen 
courses that did not suffer from some oime, 
including lack of student enthusiasm. 

Other liberal art students have had the 
same experiences. And students in other 
oolites have mentioned the same con^laints 
about class attmdaiiee> lectures and lack of 
innovation. 

SOME CLASSES here are excellent - they 
should be defended at the trial today - but 
they are the exception. Students know, by 
word of mouth, which courses and teachers to 
pick; often the course is closed out early 
because of demand. 

Many of the exceOent courses are taught 
bjit faculty who me willing to try Innovationt ~ 
Ustenlng to jecoidi from a popular movie, 
letting itudents pick textbooks, type of final 
and grading system, ejcamining wcdd politics 
by acting out power struggles, writing 
'^reaction** papers that are not assigned. 

But these courses only point out what's 
wrong with the rest of the curricula, the 
attendance rules and the unimaginative faculty. 
They don*t solve the dilemma of students who 
must spend four years, sifting the excellent 
courses ftom the mediocre. 

Today's trid should be a jolt to those who 
tiiou^it the status quo of education here was 
acceptaUe. To file stodenis who aie tiying the 
educational process, the verdict m^«be dear, 
uaaoceptabde.

Present Gun Laws 
Must Be Tightened

Within the past five years the United States has 
witiMiied three tensatioiial inaHiiistiont. The miodeit 

of Martin Luther King, jr.. President John Kennedy and 
Sen. Robert Kennedy all involved the use of fireanns. 

In the 90th Consress some of our national leaden 
npidly went to work. As «. nsitlt, we now have 
Initiation to curt) ntaU ctdu pufdwet of riflei and 
ifaotguns. 

AND IT IS inevitable that the 9Ut Congress wdl see 
the introduction of mote ttfinentt gun Ibw«, ppSMy 
total fedenl regiftntion of guna. 

American citizens who hunt with nrearms or who 
keep guns for protection are undergoing uiuust 
persecution by anti-gun enthutfaits capitalizing on fliett 
thfee recent amiiiiiattoflit. 

**Control guns and you'll cooM dime,** is a eiy of 
anti-gun legislation promoters. 

BUT IN 1966 only 3.4 per cent of the 3,243,000 
nriottt crimet oomnittod in the U.S. tarolved all 
ficearms, including zip guns, fake guns and ganster 
weapons. In essence, if we banished all guns, we would 
theoretically stiU have 96.6 per cent of criminal acts. 

But then the anttgunnen uy, tt one criminal act 
can be controlled with til* total ngbtnlioii of func, the 
legislation is good. 

I agree with the basic premise, however, i do not 
beUeve the mere leglftiatlon of gnat will pfewnt 
criminal acts. 

WHILE MOST of America's citizens were registering 
their guns, the would-be criminal, intent on using tiis 
gun, would only be plotting the ooune of his next crime. 

Anti-gua CTUSKlm imist gun fcgistmtion will enable 
law enforcement agencies to locate fireanns used in 
crime. 

In one year in New York City the majority of 
confiscated guns used In crimes were lip guns - the 

home workshop type. Now, how can you rcfister a 
plugged piece of p^ capabte of ddiveiing a 
death-dealing charge? 

Asti'liui people have not pota^ out &e ammal 
dowawixd teeod in the U.S. bonddda from 1910 to 
1967, despite population increase and tidng munbeis of 
firearms bought each succeeding year. 

SOME CONTINUALLY try to stud the American 
puUie with the statistic that 750,000 or more Americans 
have died by mains of firearms since 1900. This figure 
has no foundation, because there is no reliable data on 
these deaths avaflaMe anywhm. 

I. Edgar Hoover, director of the Fedenl Bureau of 
Invutigation, said in reference to this figure: "The 
bureau does not have any reliable figures on Americans 
killed by fiiearms since 1900. We begui compiUng data 
iiiitlietiil^inl961.** 

If anti-gun promoters include battl^Md fitalitiei, 
tiie quoted figure is out of context.

WHAT. THEN, is the answer? 

1 say it ii not mora lam but stricter enfoTBe'raent of 
existing gun laws, stricter punishments for those 
criminals who use fixeanni and educating gun ownoesin 
the use of guns.

Postmasters continue 
giving the same Christmas 
present to their patrons every 
year. Manhattan Pcntmaster 
Dale Stancan is no exception. 

**Mail early*' is a pereniual 
suggestion, Duncan said, but 
other advice and regulations 
vary from year to year. 

It will cost six cents to 
mail a Cliristm^ card this 
year. wlMllMr it ii tMlsfl or not, 
Duncan said. 

A LITTLE-noticed provision in 
the postal rate increases approved 
by Goncmi lut ymt makm the 
Jl^e for single piwes of third class 
mail the same as first dais mail 
for the first two ounces. 

Previous, haMmy gre e tin t 
cards could be mailed for a penny 
less than first class if they w^e 
unsealed and if they contained no 
personal mcaaaBe beddes Hk 
sendcr^s signatute. 

There is a bonus this year for 
that extra penny, however. Unlike 
past years, the post office will 
forwnddiiiitmas cuds orretttm 
them as undeliverable if the 
envelope bears a return address. 

**THSY MUST ham a ntum 
address on the outside because no 
employe has the right to open a 
letter to find who and where the 
letter came froin,** Duncan sakl. 

He urged aD pirtrons to check 
and revise mailing VtU for cards 
and jpiesents now. yi^cujji » 

fie emphasiaed the impofntaoe 

including the zip code in the 
address to insure against loss due 
to poor addressing on letters and 
parcels. The fivMligit zip eode 
indicates one specie area. 

PATRONS should buy 
Christmas cards now and address 
them rlifht away. Duncan said. 

Patrons can aid their post 
office workers and speed mailing 
by separating th^ mail into loal 
and out-of'town mafl. 

Duncan said patetms may 
obtain "local" and "out-of-town" 
bands at the post office or from 
their mail carrier.

Chicago Demonstrator 
Critical of McCarthy 



WASHINGTON , (UPl) 
(rfannei^ of iie 
demonstrationB' criticized Sen. 
Eugene McCarthy (D-Minn.) 
Thursday for not speaking out 
sooner against Chicago p<dice 
tactics dttrl«g August's 
Democratic convention. 

David Dellinger, head of the 
organization which coordinated 
the demonstrations, told a 
congressional comndttee that one 
of the disappointments was that 
McCarthy did not sp^ out 
eariisr ^ut supporters bdng 
beaten and bloodied 

OelUnger, appearing before the 
House Committee on 
Utt*Anieriean Aethtftlsa, said 
youth protesters were beaten in 
the streets and parks for several 
days before McCarthy {Hibtidy 
condemned ChiMgo fWUeo. 

Police raided McCaitliy 
headquarters in the Conrad Hilton 
Hotel in the early houia of tiie 
momtag of Aug: 30 following tlM 
last night of the convention. They 
fought with McCarthy workers 
after accusing them of throwing 
objects at ofltseis fnm hotel 
windows. 

THE Un-American Activities 
Committee heard Dellinger for the 
second day as part of its 
investigation Into whetiier 
Communist OT other subversive 
groups planned or incited the 
vtolence which surrounded the 
convention. 

Dellinger, who also helped iilan 
the 1967 peace march on the 
Pentagon, said his ducago 
otganiiiDc coramittee wanted tiie 
protest to be nonvioloirt and 
worked toward that end 

But he added, **we do not own 
the movement. We do not dictate 
tb» taettBS others enqiloy.** 

At the outset of today's 
hearing, Jerry Rubin, founder of 



the '*Yippie" movement, 
tfisntpCed to piH out a statement 

to wpoHmm is tiw looiii. Acting 
Chairman Richard I chord, D-Mo., 
ordered police to stop Rubin on 
grounds that he was disroptii^ the 

session. 

ON WEDNESDAY, Rubin was 
barred from the hearing room by 
Ichord because he wu dressed in a 
Santa Claus costume. He was 
dressed in slacks and a 
button-festooned sweater today.

An article on the front page of the Sunday 
Kansas City Star probed K-State and student 
activism. 

K-State was deseribed as a naive ftutlent 
body goaded by liberal (even ndkal) fociilty 
memben.

The City of Manhattan has leaped over an 
obstacle to development and progiess with the 
passage in the general election of the mUI levy 
for a new industrial park. 

The city is now tripping over tile red tape 
of a rezoning ordinance. 

THE PROPO^D supermarket in the ISOO 
Uock of Poyntz could help both tiie ecim<»nic 
drive in Manhattan mA tiie ma in which it 
would be located. 

The city planning board, in its lefiiaal to 
recommend rezoning, has dted tiie traffic 
problem on Poyntz as a reason. BiisineweB, it 
says, are traffic generators. 

BUSINESSMEN want to buUd stores where 
there is traffic. They can't do business without 
people. Stores are traffic interceptors just as 
13tey arc ttaffic ceneraton. 

Perhaps the city plannhig board is 
concerned witii history. Histoiically, Poyntz 
has never been opened up, except to finance 
and office buildings and to apartment houses. 

RESIDENTS on Humboldt street have 
protested that a business would cause a 
devaluation of property. But, according to the 
Oblinger-Smith report, Uie area is already rated 
high density and is considered to be of less 
tium prime vahie. 

Business built in accordance with a 
regualted and planned tenant zoning oidinance 
would enhance the value of the property, 
expecially if they adhered to such strict rules 
as proposed by Pap, Inc.: lighting restricted to 
the business property, no neon signs, no 
parking in front of the building on Poyntz, no 
parking facing Poyntz, and a landscaped area 
separating the building and the street 

It would seem ironic that a town working 
ihtentiy for progress r^bsed to elimiiuite tiie 
barriers to business within MaoAsttan dty 
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Parking lot Expensive

Stands of topics from 
government a^tance in low 
income houtlag to student 
representation on the Board of 
Regents were taken Friday and 
Saturday in the annual College 
Reptibltean bsiws Goiivaitioii in 
Topeka. 

The 25-member K-State 
College Republican (CR) 
delegation Wu the largest 
attending. It domimted the five 
convention committees which 
included urban and housing 
affaifs, foi^ aHalis, intonal 
af falni ii^itioii and tai^iien. and 
Kansas. 

JOHN LYONS, chairman of 
tlw urban and housing affairs 
committee, directed efforts in 
passing a reMhition to ino«ide a 
method f«r low-income families 
to identify with the free 
emttfpiise system. 

The resolution called for 
federal government to provide for 
the availability of guaranteed 
low-cost boiiting loans. The 
government woidd be paying 
three per cent interest on the 
loan. The remainda of the 
interest rate would be paid by the 
mortgagee. These loans would be 
applied to the private owneishi^ 
of low income housing. 

A foolutlQn calUng for the 
ex-ofildo student repmoitatifm 
on the Board of Regents was 
bitroduced by K-State and after 
coiisiderable discussim was 
passed. 

IT CALLS for the 
establishment of a governor's 
advisory eouncfl to provide 
communication between state 
government and students with the 
six state university student body 
presidents as student members.

Richard Nixon has ipent more than a 
montii in his hunt for men to fill hii cabinet 

and other advisory positions. 

He has named half a dozen men, many 
who are professors or businessmen witii )f0aiB 
of experience in their fields. 

BUT THERE is one fault to Nixon's 
cabinet planning which deseives odticism. And 
that is the lack of partic^ation by youHiAd 
advisofs, men and women who are lemt 
college graduates and who alt stQl leaning 
about their fields. 

Nixon spoke repeatedly during his 
campaign of the need to invoke youth in the 
nation's decision-making process yet he is 
taking no apparent steps to include young 
citizens in his decision-making advisory groups. 

ONE OF the most encouraging 
developments of the 1960s was John 
Kennedy's seaicli for younger men at the hlg^ 
levels of pottcy^aidng and adviiing 

Nixon could do much to put real meaning, 
into his slogan "Bring Us Together" by adding 
some young men to his Administration. Along 
with new ideas and vigor, their appearance 
would help many college students identify with 
the government, instead of seeing it as leader 
of the Establishment. 

The President-elect has already won pfidse 
from many of his critics for the talent search 
he is conducting among Demociats and 
independents. 

He should, however, go a step fUrther on 
the tortuous road to unity by seeking youtilful 
men to help lead the way. - Itz Conner.

general, and K-State in particular, the undersigned 
faculty members have been meeting for the past several 
weeks to discuss problems causing difficulty in so 
mray academic communities todiy. We betieve ^ to 
be both our right and our m^omSbWtft if only 
because no one lives of, by mod ttit w^Rvnitiea to the 
tam« extent as faculty. 

At K-State, the combination of a relatively astute 
administntioii with a relatively apathetic student body 
has ao br prcmntcd any aetious friction. liow«rar, 
both these factors maintaining our equilibrium are 
subject to change. It seems clear that the students are 
growing more activist, and that the administration ii 
more hard-pressed than befon. 

IN FACT, the only element in this University 
coDununity that has not cdianged perceptibfy in the 
pait f<nr yean is ourselves: faculty. With the possible 
exception of certain individual faculty actions, and 
some peripheral activity by individual departments and 
the Factdty Senate, we have, taken together, continued 
to do burincai as usual And nK»t of ua are reluctant 
to do anything else. Our passion and our training leads 
us to pursue teaching, research and scholarship: not 
politics. 

But when they grow serious, politics are 
everyone's business. So as the first prerequisite to 
effective participation, we have tried to inform 
ouisdves, iuid now the University at large, about four 
kauet that have elsewhere led to trouble: classified 
reaearch, racism, quality of education and 
iniltta^MiidiMtiiBl recrutting. 

CLASSIFIED RESEARCH. No classified or 
'Secret*' research is now underway at K-State. We are 
iafofmed tiiat appioximately one-tmth of the total 
laiaMCh budpet comes from military or quasi-niilitary 
sources. However, none of the work supported in this 
fashion requires security measures and all of it may be 
published according to eoaventioiial acadeiAk 
procedure. The University also has an impUdt poUey 
of discouraging classified research because it is seen as 
antithetical to the functions of an academic institution. 
We beUeve that a public tta ta a n w i t itf firm policy on 
this natter would enhance tiw moid and nuMrial 
itatuie of the Uatvenity. 



RACISM. WhUe explicit, formal varieties of 
have been eliminated at K-State, the implicit, informal 
varietin have not.

They are told when to go to class, what to 
take in Has way of requimeiits, what to team 
$oi tests and then an gtven littte say in 
complaining about the dassroom pioceiium or 
unfair grades. 

NOW STUDENT SENATE has proposed an 
outlet for dissatisfaction with class procedures 
and grades through the establishment of an 
academic appeals system. 

An academic appeals board for each college 
with faculty and student members would hear 
cases in which students have complaints about 
grades or other classroom procedures. The 
board would be a fair method of handUng 
disnttsfaction since it would be impartial yet 
be awafe of eacsli college's diancteiistici. 

OF STUDENfS were unssti^ed with the 
college board*s decision, they coidd tippetl to a 
University-wide Board of Appeals. 

Student grumbling about grades, classroom 
attendance and unfair teachers has been going 
on since K-State began, And it will continue, 
perhaps over coffee in the Union, perhaps in 
the form of a class boycott or in another form 
of student demonstcation. 

The upjpmk boaid, if initiated this year, 
could dloriate part of the leasons foe the 
low-man^n-the-pole status that students now 
have. It would help insure that students move 
up the pole to equal status with faculty and 
administrators. 

Faculty, as well as students, should 
welcome an appeal board as a means of maldng 
K-State a more democratic institution. — liz 
Conner.

Federal Programs 
Answer to Jobless

The Depression pointed out that a sick community 
ii one whan thote who seek worit canned find it. Wutn 
men caimot provide for their families, when Huir days 
are taken up with aimless, purposeless waiting and 
searching, their spirit of resignation pervades the 
eotniniiiitty. 

Recently the federal govenunent, under the Area 
Redevelopment Act and the Manpower Training Act, has 
moved into the field of. job opportunity for 
unemployed. But these programs are directed at those 
with a mioimal level of bote educatkm and mofivtta 
to take advantage of opportunitin. 

IN ADDITION, many State Employment Service 
ocganjzations an ttructiued as traditional employment 
iisiigi ai , mafcfaiK Uttle effort to rasch the hani eme 

ttnem ployed. 

The most urgent phase of an employment pn^ram 
is simply to put men to work; to replace welfare rolto 
with fwoductive, rewarding and promising labor to all 

seek it. 

And the quickest, most effective method of 
achieving ttiis goal is for the government to become an 
**employa: of last reaort" - to provide jobs to all who 
aeed woric and cannot find it. 

THIS PROPOSAL is by no means a trivial, useless Oi, 
wasteful activity. The country needs hundreds of 
thotnan^ more men and women working In the fields of 
conservation , housing rehabilitation; leaeition, 
ho^iitals and schools. 

This is, of coujrae, no panacea to unemployment; a 
hard effort muit be made to insure that the first job a 
man hoUi wiDnolbebialastandthathewill have a 
chance to develi^ vhtt tsknts he has to adwaace to new 
employment. 

But as a matter of urgent national priority, those 
who teak work must ha«« the chance to woik; and if 
any cannot find it in the private lector, they must be 
pmnitted to find it through the government. 

BUT GOVERNMENT cannot and should not do the 
job ahme^ It nmst alio seek the toob which wiU help to 
provide joba in tim private sector to flw hud ooie 
imemployed. Here progress has already been made. 

In Los Angeles, an effective program of training and 
tecniitment found 6,000 jobs for Negroes in Watts. 
flMe fims acKMi die DilitHi ate teot^nhdng the need 
- and the potential - for training the unemployed. 

Similarly, government and private industry could 
contract for work-study ptograms in which the 
lovenunent pays the coal of tiaininf hard ooie 
unemployed and thai provides educational benefits to 
permit the trainee to leafn advuMed ddUi which ohqf 
lead to promotuin. 

NO WELFARE programs should be draped to 
pfoilde pay iritlMiit woifc. 
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Rsther they should be aimed at the patholo^ of 
hopelettness and mrignation whidi fenentioni of 
descrimination have bred. 

iT we believe that assertions of fair treatment will 
erase history, we are kidding ourselves. 

Btit if we beck up these aiaertions widi laiie^calB, 
workable, continuing programs, we may mcoeed h^ 
putting these commwiiltitea back to wociL

That report 
proposed that state aid to idiocdi 
be increased to 40 per cent in the 
1969-70 school year, with an 
idtimate goal of 60 per omt. State 
aid is currently about 32 per < 



Harder said if state aid were 
teamed to 40 per omt for tiie 
next sotool year, the total state 
aid figure would be $135 Million. 

The report noted a $1.9 
million supplemental 
appropriation will be needed 
because of the federal court ruling 
which overturned the state policy 
of dedueting 25 par cent from 
state aid to federally impacted 
school districts. It will also require 
a change in state school law. 

A REPORT from Harder's 
committee to complete 
unification was also adopted by 
the coundL There are currently 
20 school districts which have 
fiQed to untfy mdar tb» state 
law.

A black cheerleader tryout is scheduled 
Saturday evening in Nichols Gymnasium. Pep 
Coordinating Council created this new type of 
Umited-appUcatioii ttyout for black students this 
year. 

The Couiicil has said lliat if none of tile 
black coeds tiying out are qualified to do the 
pom-pon routines, none will be selected. No 
cheerleader will be added solely on the basis of 
race instead of qualifications. 

The Council, however, has not decided what 
to do if none are qualified. Should another 
tryout then be scheduled seeking a white coed 
to replace the vacancy? Ch^ should tlie vacancy 
not be fShd until spiing tryouts? 

It can hardly be said that Macks at (Us 
Unlveisity are not repieaen ted ftlily on the 
cheeileadets* squad. A new ydMeader and 
another male cheerleader recently were added. 
The Council decided that although only one was 
to be added originally, both were outstanding 
and should be added. 

Ideally for gaining representation and best 
possible cheerleaders, the Council should have 
recruited blacks to compete with the rest of the 
potential candidates last spring. But it is too late 
for that kind of suggestion. 

it was weD that bladi cheerieader tryouts 
were sdieduled for early tills yealr. After an 
omsight on the part of the Council last year, 
perhaps unforeseeable, K-State needed som^ 
way to gain black v^ijesentation on tbi 
cheerleading squad. 

The two cheerleaders have already done 
much for increasing spirit at K-State. In 
particular, the new chief of yells, the 
microphone man, has given the students a 
refreshing new method of showing their spirit 
and feelinp for the team. 

Before this addition the whole squad had 
drawn ciiftcism for its lack of ability to enttst 
the active support of ttut student body at 
atidetic events. 

If the Council wants to insiite tiiat an 
enthusiastic, representative and qusHHed group 
leads cheers, why aren't tSi coeds eU^t^ to 
tryout for the position? 

It seems a racial quota is being 
overemphasized to the extent that is not in the 
best interests of the student body. If the Council 
is looking for ability as the main qualification, 
tiien it should look at all coeds through the same 
eyes at the same time. 

Anotiiw action that tiie Cmmdl ^ould 
eonsidw is tiie scholastic and Pep Chib 
membenhip qualifications. . The Council has 
fecentiy*talked about changing the nqaktrnmU 

tot the scheduled spring tryouts. 

The grade and Pep Qub qualifications have 
been ehminated for the Saturday tryouts. 

Eliminating some of the qualifications 
during next spring's tryout is a good idea. 
Undoubtedly many coeds with more than the 
aecessaiy qualitications for behig a good 
jheeileader have been eliminated before tiie 
ticyouts began because tiiey were not in tiie 
Pep Club for the exact time requirement 

But the same qualifications should apply to 
all groups of cheerleaders. And those trying out 
now are not competing under the same set of 
fules that governed last year's tryouts. 

If the best interests of K-State are in the 
. minds of the members of the Council, they 
should stand up for tryouts with equd 
0f>p(xttuiiity for aO coeds. They should aDow 
6pm conqietition f6c aH cindidates to find the 
best available, regardless of face. — torn palmer.

Lilly Explains Goals

In an article entitled: 
"Fratemittes: Who Needs Them?" 
in the November issue of the 
K-Stater ahmmi napasitte, Lilly 
said, fraternities are relevant to 
the needs of the so-called student 
activists or individualists, birt they 
shonld work at tt more. 

LILLY, assistant to the vice 
president for student affairs and 
adviser to fmtemities, said, **When 
fraternities were founded, 
members were the activists of the 
day. They were the ones who 
wanted libraries, relevant 
cuirioida, and the bnman toaeb 
added to what was a very eold 
educational system. 

"Most fraternities still offer 
this out-of-dasiroom inteOectual 
^nniattoa, alttoii^ too often, I 
get the impression that 
undetindiiate fraternity members 
react to an fasue of the times, 
instead of pirantag to act on it,** 
he said. 

F ratemity activities such as 
parties, pledging, intramti^s, and 
singing are ves^iea of a by-gone 
society. "Fraternities would be 
better off if they stopped 
planning boresome, 
time-eonsomfaig adiviries Uke 
float building, and fund drives, 
and plan a free university seminar 
rach semester," he continued. 

NATIONALLY, Ully said, the 
percentice of fratmiity members 
compared to total enrollment is 
decreasing. This is because the size

constant. 

K -State has maintained an 
average of 2ti per cent of tiie 
enrolled men belonging to 
fraternities. Lilly said the reasons 
for this is the growth in chapter 
size, the addition of tluee new 
dnplffB nd the expeetetion of 
anotho- chapter in 1969. 

The K-State Interfratemity 
Council (IFC) was the first in 
America to abolish **hiU week** 
and related basing MtMtiaa. That 
was in 1956. 

THE IFC received from the 
National Interfratemity 
Conference last year the Iron Man 
Trophy in recognition of being 
the most outstanding IFC of the 
middle divUtm among Ameriean 
coU^e fratmiitiea. 

The influence of fraternities iB 
human terms tuis inoeased since 
World War H.

College Education 
Found in Living 

Education is an expalmct in living. 

How often it has been said. How little it is 
realized in the University world of boolcs and 
exams and classes. 

YET, IN THE years after college, a person 
will not remember the facts for a final he 
crammed in a last minute struggle, nor the 
research he did for a semester teim paper. 

He win, instead, be tnllu^iced by how he 
leam^ his exiierieiice in thinking and sohdng 
not only mathematical problems, but his own. 

For many students, this educational process 
will come from the people they meet, the 
discussions in which they partake over Union 
coffee, the convocation speakers who had 
something to say to them. 

FOR OTHERS, THE education will stem 
from a year of decision on Student Senate, from 
leadership of n seminar group, from a baimer of 
an idea they fiollowed. 

Joy, a newspaper editor once wrote, is not 
found in good grades, in money, in social 
prestige and acceptance. It is, he said, a thought 
realized, a deed accomplished well, a sense of 
true affection. It is insight. 

The same may be said of education. From 
his books, a student learns of thoughts. From his 
living, he learns how to th ink. 

IN THE UNIVERSITY atmosphm, a 
student's "living" education can blossoiA far 
l^yond his book education. His opportunities 
for discovering himself are boundless: in the 
people who tiiink as he does, and in those who 
think differently, in the variety of ideas which 
inspire thought, and in the numerous deeds he 
can accomplish. 

The University, tiien, is beneficial for the 
education of. living. It is good that we aie 
exposed to more than books here. It is weU diat 
we should be. - laura scott.

'To our knowledge, this is the 
only program, as far as data 
processing, being taught undn^ the 
"Project Transition** prognm in 
the United States," Siemson said. 

He said that other typts of 
training, such as eiectronio, 
amie» station opwation, postal 
work, and auto mechanics, were 
t>eing taught at Fort Riley and 
Other miliatary bases across the 
nation. 

SIEMSON SAID that the first 
class, containing 30 men, began in 
early August. The group 
graduated on Nov. 13. The 
present class is made up of 19 
soldiers and a member of the 
Women's Army Corps (WAG). 

The computer course trains the 
soldiers to be di|^ macbine 
operators. "They learn how to 
operate all the machines that you 
normally find In a data processing 
opcmtioi^** Siemson aid. 

lie added that the trainees 
could take additional training 
toward more advanced , computer 
work after they get out <rf liie 
service. Two of the men who 
graduated Uom tlic course in 
November have indicated that 
they would Hke to ratim « 
full-time students, Siemson sakl. 

THE CANDIDATES are 
selected by the Education Center 



at Fort RUey. "They (the center) 
gather informatiim, detcimlne 
itttenste, and make up tile dsss 
roster,** said Siemson. 

He said the students come 
from a wide range of backgrounds 
and experiences. Some have had 
GoUete instruction, damson mU 
that three of the soldiers are from 
Irwin Army Hospital and are 
recovering from wounds received 
in^tnam. 

Charles Wallace, the data 
processing instructor at the 
school, said that the best way to 
describe the claas wookl be **llMt 
and furious.** 

TOE SOLDIER-ftudeats go to 

lecture and train on actual 
computeis and data processing 
equipment. They attend class for 
280 hours, for dglit hours a day, 
five days a week. 

Siemson said that six different 
groups of men are expected to 
comfiete the ooutse during the 
first year and that the school 
expects to graduate over 100 men 
before next August. 

HE SAID since the students 
coma from such a wlde^read 

area, 31 persons from 22 states* 
the work of find ing- jobs for them 
would be left mainly up to the 
army and empioymoit offices in 
their home states. '*Our main 
function is to provide Hie 
training," he said.

Charles Hann. K-State Sports Car Club 
President, painatakingly had exj^dned to me that a 
rally is "an exercise in the route-following and 
on-time excellence of each driver/navigator team. 
Run one car at a time on public roads — at or below 
the legal ^eed - rallies are seored on th» ability of 
each team to arrive at an unknown oOAtrol pobkt 
neither early nor late, but exactly on time," 

Sunday was a superserious time-speed-distance 
rally in wM^ being more than five inlnutM early or 
late at a checkpoint would mean a disastrous 500 
points added to the team's score.

You may start on Sunday with a five-year-oW 
family sedan, a chewed pencil stub, a scratch pad 
and a Mickey Mouse wristwatch. but chances are 
that after a few seasons of raOying yottH own a 
hundredth of a mile odometer, a chronograph with 
a spiit^ction second hand, and a calculator to help 
yott diedi qwed and distance simultaneously. 

Bonebrake's Porsche sports that kind of 
equipment and it is adniirad by dob memben as a 
rallyist's dream. 

But a Mtdeitf does not need to own a car to be 
in the dub. 

"We have even had presidents who didn't own a 
c^," a club member said. "All you need is a sincere 
interest in can of ai^ kind."

PARIS (UPI) - A higMevd 

Viet Cong negotiating team 
arrived in Moscow Sunday en 
route to the expanded Paris 
cooferenM on Vietnam. 

But high Western diplomats in 
Paris said it was improbable the 
conference would open before 
January, if then. 

IN WASHINGTON U.S. 
Defense Secretary Clark Clifford 
urged South Vietnam's 
representativea in Paris to "stop 
squabbling" over seating 
arrangements and agree with the 
North Vietnamese to begin 
dealing «^th real teues. 

Clifford said the United States 
tiad no obligation to ''maintain 
540,000 ra«tt" fighting in 
Vietnam while the South 
^etnamese dd^ed enious peace 
negotiations. 

Some diplomats predicted 
there would be no omiferenoe 
until after Jan. 20, when 
President-elect Richard Nixon 
takes office. 

Nixon is committed to send a 
new negotiating team to the INOb 
talks after Jan. 20. 

THE FULL delegation headed 
by Tran fiuu Kiem, acting fordgn 
mililitaf of the ^et Cong's 
political arm, the National 
Liberation Front (NFL), was 
warmly wdoomed at the Moscow 
airpoft by Kremlin offiolids. 

The Viet Cong negotiators 
came to Moscow from Peking, 
where they had consultations with 
Qiinese Communist leaders. They 
were scheduled to fly to Paris 
Monday following tallu with 
Soviet officials. 

IN PARIS, d^lomals said that 
despite U.S. optimism, the 
continuing wrangle over 
conference seating arrangements 
appetfs to have dadied hopes tiiat 
the stalled talks could get 
underw^f before the end of the 
year. 

CoL Ha Van Lau» the deputy 
laider of the Hanoi dejeption 
who is conducting private 
negotiations with American 
negotiators on the question, has 
vowed that Huiol and Its Viet 
Cong alUet woidd aooept nothing 
less than this. 

AS A compromise, Lau has 
suggested a solid round tilile be 
used with Hanoi and the NLP 
occupying one quarter each and 
leaving the remaining half for 
Washington and Saigon to divide 
up as they wish.

The Nigorian government has never contemplated 
starving Biafra ns into submission. Rather, she has 
cooperated remarkably weU with the relief ageoci^ 
operathn in ^ie wr lonea. 

After 16 months of war, the Biafrans have lost more 
than four-fifths of the land they originally claimed. Over 
six million Biafrans have confmed themselves in this 
small uea that ii agiiaittttnlly unsnoductife even under 
the best conditions. These ace mtttaly and poUHbiI 
fealities the leaders in Biafra must face. 

The relief and humanitarian o^anizations should be 
commended tot ttuk effoctib but it is imperative that 
tbey saaich for peace whh the sana vtaDuMe aad 
dedication. The problem in the war area is not merely 
that of lack of food, but the fact that thousands of 
people are hiding in insccfwible *lungle" and cannot be 
naikld with food.

Cornmittee Asks Nixon 
To Abolish Draft Laws 



The Vietnam Committee 
of Manhattan has called for 
the abolishment of the draft, 
more technical aid to 
nofHWestem countries, cuts 
in military spending, 
increased spending on 
problems of the cities and 
the abandonment of the "domino 
theory " in American foreign 
policy. 

The wpffmi wm made in a 
position piper sent to 
Pretldeiit^lect Kiciiard Nixon. 
Tke iMfw wai disfked by Morton 
Brlfgs, chairman of the 
committee, and MidaiSMl by its 
memben. 

'THE rAPER Is a formal 
itatement of onr oottoerng," 
William MacMlUan, treaMier of 
the rommittee, said. **and b a^ 
{tfetty fair Mateni«it of my own ^ 
bdlflft. Moat of us eadocaad it 
with a few ndocif ^mas.** 

The Vietnam Committee is a 
loosely organized group of 
Manhattan oltltom brouglit 
together by a conunoo ooacera 
over the Vietnam war. "It may be 
fair to say.'* MacMUUn said, **that 
our concern is against tiw 
Vietnam war." 

In the fall of 1966. a 
prominent Manhattan 
bnslnesiman* Artliiff Pdne, grow 
concerned about the war and 
called a meeting of all who felt a 
similar concern. The group 
organized at Utat meetiag. 

TODAY THEEE are 
prominent businnsmen, faculty 
members and student in the 
committee.

The committee is not a formal 
organization. It doea not ham a 
constitution or bylaws.

ROTC Eases Draft

The draft should be 
phased out of American Ule 
as soon as possible. 
President-elect Richard 
Nixon told voters during his 
fall campaign. 

♦The tbne lits come to 
take a new look at fha daft 

- at the question of conscription 
in a free society,*' Nixon said. 

NIXON SAID since World War 
11, American youth have fiwed a 
peculiar choice. 

"The only way to improve the 
present system is to Stop it. for 
some ycHitb are forced to qiend 
two years Movhig their country 
and others never s«ve,** Nixon 
said. 

"Under the present system, 
onfy 40 per cent of youth ot draft 

age ever serve, but we are in a 
dilemma for it is easier to order 
men into uniform rather than to 
recruit them," he said. 

"THERE ARE many ways we 
can use to recruit these 
servicemen and one method 
would be better housing, living 
conditions and pay.'* 

Nixon said the total cost of the 
pay increases to recmtt an 
att'^vdunteer army would be $6 
billion more each year, but tills 
could be of^t by reductions Is 
the numy costs now caused by the 
heavy rate of tamover. 

**In terms of morale, e 
efficiency and effectivenen, a 
voulunteer armed form wmiU be 
a bettnr armed forces for wcHild 
have a smaUor turnover and would 
consist o^a higher per cent of 
skilled and motivated men," 
>Hx<msBid. 

NIXON SAID two cautions 
must be made about the 
changeover in that the present 
systom^ old structure needsto be 
kept on a stand-by basis in case an 
emergency would require its 
reactivation, and emphasized it 
could be (tone without leavii« in 
uncertainty and apprehmskin 20 
million young Americans coming 
of draft age in the next decade.

Fund Plea Needs 
Student Support 

Within the next two weeks, President 
McCain will present the Regent* with a plan 
for leplacing tiie fadltlief loit by tlie trapedy 
of tbe Nichols fin. 

And that plan e¥entuatly will wind up 
hefore the state legislature as either a request 
for emergency funding or at the top of the 
University's prioirity list. 

THE NEED for such a request - 
estimated at several hundred thousand ddhiis 
- comes at an imfofHuiate time for the 
University. Other areas - engine^ing, 
education, vet med ^ ave in critical need of 
funds. 

The University's public im«ge has suffered 
two black eyes withing four years. In one case 
two irresposible students did bum down a 
building. And until a suspected arsonist is 
found, students again are blamed for the 
Nichols blaze. 

ALTHOUGH this belief may be sniously 
misguided, the task for correcting it faDs 
heavily on the Preddent and Regoiii who must 
adc for funds from the legislature and must 
point out the differences between the 
Auditorium and Nichols fires. 

But the task of defending students sliould 
not be shouldered only by the President 
Students, particuiiaily because they faO under 
Mipielon in this time of campus unease, ifaould 
demonstrate tiieir support of the i^eas for 
Amds. 

A public statement of support is the best 
way to pnnc to the state and the nation that 
students us u whole here did not approve of 
tiie destruction and are serious in seeking to 
strengthen education here rather than destroy 
it. 

Althou^ it may seem unneo^lsiisr for 
students to demonstrate belief in 
non-destruction, the Collegian believes such a 
petition would strengthen greatty the 
University's case before the legislature. 

And, as students, we welcome the chance 
to state publicly our interest in the University's 
welfare.- the CoUegian staff.

What freedom doet a Univertity. 
atnKMpheie imply? 

The freedom to talk, to leek refonni 
peacefully » to listen to all ildes of a 
controversy. The freedom to meet in groups* 
to criticize or praise education» ' to hear 
controversial speakers. 

AND WHERE those conditioiM are not hi 
existence, is the Univerrity **free?** At San 
Francisco State College^ under the tyiamiy of 
S. L Hayalcawa, none of those fireedoms axiili 
save that guaranteed by the "bayonet" 

Hayakawa has imposed strict restrictions on 
students and faculty and has threatened to 
keep uniformed police with "bayonets" on 
campus as long as necessary. 

Some would argue that the freedom tp fo 
to class exists, but witti teacheis striMng and 
police checking each viiiior on campu% the 
atmosphere must teem mom like a pilfiMi Hian 
a University. 

HAYAKAWA never attempted to talk with 
students or faculty or considered what vital 
freedoms he was taking away. 

Outsiders must ask the vital questions: 

How can a Unhreislty be "free" in any 
sense of the word if students and faculty aren't 
ftee to talk and meet \^ groupi?

Honor Code 
Vaguely Worded 

The Student Board of Review hearing 
Monday night appeared more a hearing for 
K-State's judicial system than for the students 
charged. 

The four students woe summcmed before 
the board supposedly because of ^mk 
'Irnqjomible ads** wliicli violated tiie K-State 
Honor Code. 

THE CASES were dismissed. In one, the 
chaige was dismissed because of lack of 
evidence. In the other, it was because it was 
•"inelevanf* 

THE HONOR CODE itself is vaguely 
wofded, leavtat wide inteipietatioii of the teim 
*%ieqK»sible acta.** Hie ciucial dedtion of 
Interpietitiofi ii left toMy to a judicial boiid 
which may or may not have ^ tools to cope 
with it. 

Yet, are words "acts" which violate a 
University code? Apparently, in the cases 
Monday, they were not. 

Clewiy, words aie not acts in any case. If 
they were, students could be chaised for any 
number of lietrbiicmtal oonunenii about the 
Univeraity. 

IT IS TIME the judicial system and codes 
at this University are scrutinized to avoid 
future questions such as these. Guidelines must 
be set up which state exact reasons for which a 
student may be charged with an "irresponsible 
act- 
Students are the persons who are judged by 
the judicial codes. Th^^ should make the rules 
they will have to foUow. A coherent Honoi 
Code is the fiiat step. - lauia acott 

Senate Bill 
Solves Problem 

A bill has been passed by Student Senate 
to promote the idea of an international house 
at K-Stite. The house would be a letidence tot 
students visiting K*State from foveign 
countries. And it Is a necesaity for many 
reasons. 

DORMITORIES are not satisfactory 
because the average age of the foreign student, 
when he arrives here, is weU above tb&t of 
most American students. 

Approximately three-fourths of foreign 
students live off^ampus. 

However, much of the apace availaiile to 
foreign students is lubetandaid. Many are 
turned away from decent quarters for false 
reasons when they have more than enough 
money to pay for their room. 

Kansans should be aware of the fact that 
guests in this country are facing discrimination 
and being force<l to live below even what they 
can affoid. 

BUT THE international house would relieve 
much of the problem and could provide the 
best solution to it Organizational possibilities 
are being studied by the committee and this is 
the first step toward progress in upgrading the 
treatment of foreign students, something often 
neglected by other students. 

Whether it is run as a fraternity house or 
more as a boarding houae, the ^ea would solve 
a definite problem. Whatever the result. 
Student Senate and the committee concerned 
should be congratulated for considering an 
issue most students have ignored. - torn 
palmer.

If the committeas of t&e Senate foOow pest 
practice, they will befin and end their infofinal hMrinci 
on the Nixon choices prior to the inauguration. Then 
after the inauguration, Nixon can formally submit the 
aunei of his cabinet meinbeis for the Sente^ 
latificaitkHi. 

Nixon probably won^t make his most important 
affdntment - that of a Supreme Court Chief Justice - 
fwiix months. 

MEANWHILE speculation continues to rumor 
around Washington about whom the President-elect wiU 
select to replace Earl Warren. 

Nixon is expected to announce Ids choice fof the 
high court leader after the court ends iti ouniit term in 
June. Meanwhile, Warren, who submitted a conditional 
resignation June has agreed, at Nixon's request, not 
to haqt up his robe just yet. 

But whatever Nixon's choice will be, it can be 
anticipated that there will be both applause and dismay. 

THE COURT, at one of its hi^ points in 
controfeny, has spawned tome bitter attacks from the 
politicians, many of diem aoutherii Democrat in 
Congress who have been angry for yean at the Warren 
Court's rather hberal (but fair) interpretations of the 
CMitatioBli chrlllibertiM pravisioiii. 

Nixon's appointment could reverse the trend of the 
court's decisions, as Nixon has been an outspoken 
dissenter of some of the court's decisions, namely 
Mlianda and Eseobedo. These two civil HbertiM 
decisions require pcdke to tell their suspects their ri^its 
to have a hwyer and to remain sUent. Nixon voiced the 
theme of the southern Democrats during hit campaign 
that the Utfi oottrt lustioee were *<tGoddlii« cilmiiiais.** 

Also during Us campaign, Nixon hinted of the type 
of man he would appoint to the Supreme Court. He 
spoke of men like Felix Frankfurter, a justice noted for 
Us letsl scholairidp and adfoesey «rf the doctriiie ctf 
jndiBial restraint. 

"WHAT THE Supreme Court needs," Nixon said, 
**are men who are thoroughly experienced and versed in 
Oa edoriBBliaws of the tafld.** 

Nixon can not, and probably wQl not, simply be 
kMlking for a man who will be less inclined to expand 
the ill^ts of criminal suspects. Justice shouldn't be

President James Madison appointed Joseph Story to 
counter John Maishall's strong federalism, but Story 
qaiddy beoflw aa atty of Itei^bsS. 

JAMES McREYNOLDS, attorney genani under 
Woodrow Wilson, was regarded as a liberal, but he soon 
earned a reputation as a reactionary after he domed the 
robe of the hl^ court. 

There are many aMa who figure in the current 
qwculation for chief justice. But Nixon's selection may 
follow the line of his cabinet selection process where he 
demonstrated Us ability to find eomp^naC men who are 
not known nationally. 

Whoever the choice is, he will dmost cei^atnty be a 
moderate, neither far left nor right. 

The panunount atMbute of a Supreme Court justice 
is his capacity for maeoning and hii aibffity to explain his 
reasoning.

On Disturbing Charge

Two black students were 
airested on ampus Wednesday 
nii^ by dieriffi offieen m 
dMigtt of "distufbing the pm»** 
in recent acts on campus. 

The students, Andy RoOins, 
ms Fr, and Piank **Klon>x*' 
Cleveland, PRL Fr, were taken to 
the Manhattan city jail to wait for 
a hearing reportedly scheduled for 
todty. The ipec^ time it not 
known. 

A PLAN to "liberate" the 
Union at 7 p.m. Wedn^day by 
Mttming to Malcolm X records 
was interrupted when Ed Rollins, 
brother of one student, 
announced to the aowd of 
apIUDxiniat^ 200 that the two 
students had been arrested about 
6:45 p.m. in Moore hall. 

RoOiss said he understood the 
daaigat were diitufblns the peace 
and vsiflf obscenities in the 
presence of Jim Reynolds, Union 
program director, during an 
iMldtfa* with a liMine recruiter 
Tuesday. 

Richard Blackburn, Union 
director, aaUl Wednraday night 
tliat the chaffes ataiatt Cleveluid 
and Rollins had been made by 
R e y n olds. Union prograoai^ 
tfreotor, on behalf of tlie Uidon 
Management, it was not a 
personal decision, Blackburn said. 

BLACKBURN said that, 
otMitrary to reporta, tlie Vtdtm 
officials did not ask the recndUr 
to close the booth. KBI agents, 
howeva, did talk to the reauiter, 
Koot^ig to BlaclEbuis. 

Rollins and other black 
students asked the crowd in the 
Stateroom if they would go to the 
county jafl where he tiiottgfat hit 
brother was being hdd. About 25 
students decided to go tt 7:30 
p.m. 

A raowd, ranging horn SO to 
100, stayed to listen to the 
Malcolm X records, which were 
played by two unidentified 
•Qldiefi from Ft. RUcy. Then 
were no di«iutanG«a in fhi 
Union. 

AF PROXIMATELY 25 
itudentt appeared at the county 
jail, then at the Manhatliin police 
station where tiie two itHiltmi 
were held. 

Qfloads of stiiden ts arriving at 
the jail were met by 
baton - carrying highway 
patrolmen. They were aUowed to 
enter the building. 

Rollins asked James Tubach, 
Riley County sheriff, if the 
prisoners were allowed to make a 
t^MKtnecal. 

Tubach replied that the 
prisoners had made calls bttt he 
did not know to whom. 

TUBACH SAID the bail had 
been set at $500 for the two. 
County attorney John Faye later 
denied that Tubach knew 
Mythhig about the baS or how 
nmcfaitmi.

FAYE SAID he would not 
argue the case or specify inddMts 
on which the charges were 
He finally read a 
Statement, which said: 

**We have announced the arrat 
oi Andrew Rollins and Alexander 
Cleveland by the Riley County 
Sheriff's office. Rollins and 
Cleveland were chatted by 
complaint with disturbing thtt 
peace. The charges arose from 
actions committed by Rollins and 
Ctefcland on tiie KSU campus in 
iwMttdayi.'' 

A couple of other students 
questioned John Lott Brown, vice 
preaideBt for academic affsirt, 
who had returned from CUifoaila, 
about the University ti nolfi Is the 
charges. 

PRESIDENT McCain, who was 
ontof-town Wed ne s d ay ni^t for 
a legislative meeting, confirmed 
reports early Wednesday that KBI 
agent Jack Wpiams had callul in 
slate tioopeft. 

McCain also issued a statement, 
saying "appropriate measures are 
being taken, some by cognizant 
iiw eaf^tcemeirt olQciali, to 
insure the orderly opentioa of 
the University." 

The highway patrolmen would 
not say why they were in 
Manhattan but an informed 
source told the Collegian that 
they were on alert to prevent 
tio^Je on campus^ 

Approximatdy 33 ifiiliway 
Patrol cars and 45 troopers are in 
Manhattan. McCain said they 
would not be csKed on campus 
unless authorized by himarff or 
the three vice presidentiL

A new decision by the Board of R^enls 
has raised residence hall fees fcff tmxt fmt to 
$900, or $100 per nicxith. 

The rising costs of wages, food and other 
services can not be met except by raising doim 
fees. 

UNFORTUNATELY, studniti hwe no 
didce but to pay those costs for the freshman 
year; some may be leqpiiied to ttve jn doiiiit 

for two years. 

But how many students will be forced to 
take outside jobs or loans to pay dorm fees? 
How many wiU have to ask parents to pay the 
higher costs? And what about some students 
who could not affotd to attend school and live 
te a dorm? 

Those questions need to be considered by 
students, adminittnitoit and the housing olQce 
before next year.

A controversy broke out when 
Nichols announced plans to build 
the gym. The argument came 
from those who thought e slodE 
jndflBg paviHim was needaa nuife 
ttanagym. 

A group in favor of building 
the aiid, **We naeat the 
insinuation that President Nichols 
recommended the capptiag ot any 
departnwnt. 

Each 
school was offered one building, 
and President Nichols chose the

pavilion, thus securing a more 
valuable building and one that has 
in the past bem continuaDy 
postponed for other 
appropriations." 

The Board of Regents voted to 
name the proposed gymnaisum, 
Nichols Gym, hi honor of the 
retiring president. They called it 
**a monument to his connection 
with the direction of this 
instituttoa during the 
prosperous and efeatfid 10 
in its history." 

Wosfe on the new gym b^an in 
February, 1910. Walter Sth«ley, a 
Manhattan contractor, took the 
contract for $84,190. InstaUation 
irf heating was to be done by a 
Salina firm for apprmdnutaiy 
$14,000. To supply limestone for 
the walls, a stone quarry was 
opened jtttt north of the campus.

Most of the main floar was laid 
on Commencement Day la Jm^

ieveial iiteiary society hals weie 
to be added later. 

In January, 1911, the junior 
class asked the Board of Regents 
for the we 1^ tte gym for a 
formal reception and banquet in 
honor of the senior class. The 
BoanI agreed, but stipulated there 
was to be ao daaoiag. By Oct^Wp 
some clasaea were being 
conducted in the gym. 

THE SWIMMING pools were 
installed ia 191S. Aa 
announcemeitt in the school 
paper, the Industrialist, said, "The 
swimming poob in the gymnasium 
are open to aO comers who 
possess the magic high sign." 

Basketball, which had been 
rising as a college sport at K'State 
siBoe 1901, was fint played te 
Nichols Qm Mm <te 191142 
season. 

Julius Willard, one-time 
K^tate UMofiaa, wrote ia 1940. 
"Through later years, buketball 
has attained considerable 
popularity, but the lack of 
sufficient ^ace te the gymnartum 
for spectatoes is against the 
development of great popilar 
local interest." 

WILLARD SAID that the game 
should not be promoted as a 
college sport because the contests 
were conducted in the evenings 
when students should be itudyiag. 
"Furthermore." he said, "the 
spectators do not receive the 
beaeCtta that come horn attending 
games in the open air." 

But, basketball did grow. 
Records of championships and 
crowds jammed into the gym wdl 
attest to that 

The problem of space was 
solved in 1950 with the 
completion of Ahsam FMd 
Hour.

Infomiation Gap 
Increases Rumors 

Information which is a matter of poUic 
record was withheld from students Wednesday 
night ttecause county officials considered the 
situation to be of "a volatile nature** and 
feared the safety of certain individuals. 

Students were justified in asking the name 
of the person or persons signing the complaint 
that led to the arrest of their friends. They 
also were entitled to other information which 
county officials seemed somewhat reluctant to 
give . 

THE SOCALLID **voiatite situation*' was 
not quieted or dispersed by lacl^ of 
taformation. In fact, if anything, the group 
which gathered Wednesday n^t ta Anderum 
liall became angrier. 

Cooperation is a two-way street. 

BECAUSE THE situation is '"volatUe** 
authorities and students have a responsibility 
to wofk together to stop tiie qpread of rumon 
whidi could create a great deal more tiouble. 

Pkmident McCain has stated that such 
disruptive actions will not and cannot be 
tolerated and that law enforcement oflEicials are 
taking steps to see that they arenH. 

A LACK OF information can create as 
much disruptive action as the information 
itself. Officials, as well as students, must 
determine what should be done with 
information after it is releaaed. 

But if students iind officials cooperate to 
insure that the hiformgllOb released is correct 
and sufficient, then more rumors will di^elled 
and cooperation will be increased between 
both sides. - candy l^elly.

ANYONE IN ANY region of the state may 
join or form a discussion group. Since the 
program involves thoughtful discussions by 
citizens, it could carry almost as much weight 
as opinions reflected by voters in elections. 

However, the potential vakie of the 
program to legishtton is dimiwidied if Kansans 
do not participate fiiUy. A representative 
sample of opinion cannot be obtained if not 
enough citizens, or only those in one area, 
form "Great Decisions" groups. 

Kansans have the opportunity to influence 
policy deciiions if only they will make use <d

Beatles albums, like Santa 
Qaus, have become sort of an 
annual pheoommon. No matter 
what the state of the world, one 
can generally assume the British 
foursome wiil crank out an LP 
about every 12 months. 

Their two previous LPs, "Sgt. 
Pepper's Lonely Hearts Club 
Band" and "Magical Mystery 
Tour,** wmtm- qoto -a departure 
from what the group had 
im>duced before. Early Beatles 
anangnneala wmm- ctoaclerlaad 
liy nmcb banging on the drunii^ 
much yowling from the larnyx 
and a total effect not unlike Elvis 
Predey or even Mdcy Ndson. 

WHAT GOT the group up ,oa 
the charts was probably its "new" 
sound; i.e.. they pronounced their 
words fuimy, bdtag from England 
and what all. Couple the nasal 
voices with slightly different 
guitar playing and ZAP! you have 
a new thing - the Uvetpool 
sound, the kids called it. The hair 
probably had something to do 
with it too, but 1 lack the space to 

Anyhow, "Sgt. Pepper" and 
"Mystery Tour" were big changes 
in that they pioneoed a new 
of popiitar mudc: studio 
The old Beatles did most of 
thrir work with a ooi^ple voices^ a 
guitar or two, dmms and 
sometimes a piano. Like the 
traditional rock combo. What 
they did on their early records, 
they couU do just as easily on a 
stage in front of thnmands of 
screaming teenie boppers 

Not so with "Sgt. Pepper." The 
prodiK:tkHr<rf tMs^Mua iavohred 
the use of complex t^fseoidfaif 
techniques, such things as 
symphony orchestras and assorted 
sound affects. The nan xodc 



piece, **WitUii You 
You," was pfodiwed with the aid 
of a large Indian ensemUe 
(including table, 16 tambouras, 
sevaml sttars and a bmdk of 
sarangis, for those wbo groofs on 
that kind of thing). 

EVEN THE few critics who 
gave the albums bad piess 
admitted that they were 
masterpieces of engineering. The 
greatest work of music on either 



is, by agreement of 
everyone, "A Day in the Life." 

So then the Beatles turn out 
the^ latest album caled The 
Beatles," appropriately enough. It 
is a letdown, at least as far as 
com design is concerned. The 
jacket features a large., 
glossy-surfaced white mass, 
relieved only by 'The Beatles" 
embossed down toward the 
bottom. The title is on crooked at 
that. The campy effect is further 
anhanced by a seven>digit serial 
nuniba' ni mmt kted stamped 
below the title. Inside is a large 
photomontage type thing, with 
the words of the 30 songs on the 
back. And four individual pictures 
of tli« Betatlea, snttaUs tax 
burning. 

The careful reader will be 
wondering about the above 
statement, tl» one about 30 
songs. It is correct. For this is a 
DOUBLE album; it contains not 
one reoofd, but two oompleto 
LPs. 

BUT BY putting out two discs 
instead of one, the iieatl^ blew it. 

First, some of llie songs are not 
worth publisiiinK. While this 
album has some really fantastic 
stuff on it, it never the le^ could 
ksfc been editod a little better. 
Instead of inferior and 
meaningless stuff like "Glass 
Onion" and 'RevoktHon 9" the

Money Not Total Solution 



WASHINGTON (CPS) 
Suggestins that the federal 
government take a more active 
part in the financing oi h^er 
education in Americn has Iwen t 
popular pastime latdy. 

So has (^lampioning the right 
of emy able student to an 
educatioa, legBidlMi of IdtaMlity 
to pay. 

Thoie were the dual notn 
sounded agahi duxtly before 

Christmas by the Carnegie 
Commission on Higher Education, 
in a report called **New Leveb of 
Federal RespOfMibility." 

Clark Kerr, former president of 
the University of California at 
Berkeley and now diaimian of the 
Carnegie Foundation -funded 
Commission, explains his 
proposals in terms of "quality and 
quantity** for Idgher education in 
the 1970s. 

BY 1976-77, he says, the 
federal government will have to be 
bearing one-third of highw 
eduction's total cost in this 
country (estimated at $ 1 3 billion) 
as opposed to the one-fifth it now 
carries. If it does not awmw this 
responsibiiityt the Commlidoa 
says, the qulity of the nation 
already pinching universities will 
decline tUmem beyond retrievai; 
and tlwy will become unable to 
Opro their doors to students who 
cannot pay exorbitant tuitwn 
feet. 

The ConiniiMion*s S6-page 
report contains a total of 22 
recommendations for expanded 
fedcnl aid to higher educatkm. 
The recommendations wodd 
channel funds to studenta 
themselves (enaUing them to 
diooae their ^mn InitltMliont), 
and to the ackoolft tm fadUtiee 
and salaries. 

The repcMt urges establisluneat 
of two new federal egendes 
concerned with higher education: 
a foundation (like the National 
Sdanoe FouodatkMi) to watk tor 
devctopment <rflMir todmhiBesiB 
education, and a council on 
education to work directly uadex 
the White House.

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THE RATIONALE for such 
extensive federal participation, of 
course, is tiie same theory of 
education that Kerr introduced in 
1963 and which so endeared him 
to libo^al intellectuals and so 
ennged students: The unhrentty 
is a place where young peoi^e are 
taught the trades they will need to 
fit into government, busing and 
the other roles modem society 
wants them to (HI. A logical 
ex tension is that, since universities 
are filling the society's manpower 
needs (not to mention doing its 
war research), the govamnent has 
an obligation to finance university 
programs.

A m^|or guiding premise of the 
oomRdsrioa f9port is that-tolong 
as most of society is going to 
r^rd a diploma as a ticket to 
jobs and economic security, 
lugher ednctthm must b» made 
available to many more poor 
students. If this is not done, the 
present informal elitist system in 
America nt^lit as wiU become an 
hereditary ruling class. 

Another praiseworthy point is 
the recommendation that most 
aid to rtudmts be in the fbrm of 
direct stipends to them, so that 
they can choose their own school 
and plunk down caih for it. Such 
a system avoida the pitlUls of loan 
programs which handicap students 
to payments for the first years 
after gnHluation whra they can 
least affoid it, and of giring 
money only to institutions with 
their wobbly admissions policies. 

BUT AT that pohit the 
OMnniiarion blinks and Marts to 
sound like every other good 
liberal proposal ever made for 



higher education. Who is to gei 
the government money to go to 
s^ool? Those who could not 
afford coUege, but who are 
qualified to attend; those who can 
get high scores on ooU^e board 
exams and write the king's English 
and conjugate French verbs. 

And so the much-touted repeat 
begs the quertion: what about 
those students to wliitm hi0m 
education (and to a large extent 
high school education) h^ never 
adapted - those who speak the 
language xii the ^etto or the 
subculture, whose intelligence 
does not know how to answer 
coD^ board (tiMstiom? 

The educational system knows 
how to deal with these students: 
it prods them along until ttwy are 
1^, trying to cnm them into 
square holes they don't 
understand and making them 
miserable, and then it forces them 
to drop out of the schocds which 
are more comfortable without 
them. Or It lets them finish high 
school without once having used 
tiidr minds for anything but 
memorizing iSM s lai i ei|iiatioiu 

and rules. 

IS THE educational system 
evtt to do wayVbkm for the 
students who not only can't 
afford college but who don't 
qualify in the conventional sense? 
Obvioudy, if it ii to attempt to 
solve its social problems 
rationally, it must. The answer is 
assuredly not ignoring them, as 
the CMrnegle GommiHion. Hlee its 
predecessors, would do. 

Taking in exactly those 
s t u de nts - aO who apply - is, in 
the end, the ri^ afli»ar#lMit «ot 
while the colleges are organized as 
they are today. "Letting them in" 
and then flunking them out 
because they don*t ondanlaad 
what is loini on titea is not a 
solution.

THIS LOVE, a feeling of 
opennna, of being part of his 
Mkm man and of knowing what 
is of worth are experienced as 
profound truths. Dr. Godfrey 
said. 

Man, Dr. Godfrey said, needs 

to find a way to communfeate the 
truths that he experiences. 

He said that today's youth are 
experiencing new realities. They , 
are trying to analyze, judge and 
synthesize reality. But because the 
older generation are resistant to 
change then is gap between 
tte *eBtabli8hment* on one hand 
and youth on the other." 

*'IT IS unrealistic," Dr. 
Godfrey said, '*to accept one 
truth and exclude others." 

It is the larger reality which 
man must grasp and today's 
youth.

Government reports following the Augu^ 
violence in Chicago made numerous 
fecommendatioQi to the prest. 

Amoac liwov the gowenunent rnggsttBA tiie 
newt media lie mofe icipoiiritie in Hi 
treatment of such matters. 

UNFORTUNATELY some members of the 
local media daa*t seem to wocry about 
lesponsibility. 

A Manhattan radio station broadcast an 
editorial Thursday, concerning the events 
mffoundiog the anest of two studeiits in 
recent daysL It labded parttd^anls in tlie 
Andenon haU gathering Wednesdiir ii||^t at 
''anarchists and trouble makers.** 

It used innuendo when it asserted that at 
least one "non-student" was present at the 
Anderson hall session. In reality, there were 
many non-students present Some were press 
members, otlien were faculty members. One 
was a University vice pieaident 

UPlTiDN WAS made of the allegedly 
Unusual appearance and dress" of some of 
those involved. Participants were tagged as "of 
unusual p olitical philasapliy» many firom 
out-of-state." 

A Wednesday editorial in a Manhattan 
newspaper slung around names such as 
Impious blaggards.** 

It accused **SDS addicts" of several things. 
One of the statements could easily be Ubelous: 

* 'There seems little doubt they were 
directly or indirectly responsible for the 
Nichols Gym fire." It is comforting to know 
that the editor of the Manhattan newspaper 
knows more tlian the law enforcement officials 
who have been investigating the fire for several 
weeks. 

THIS SORT of comment has not been 
limited to the Manhattan area. Several 
newspapers acRMt the i^te have made similar 

comments. 



INVESTIGATORS have not yet concluded 
that students are responsible for the fire. Even 
if the investigation eventually discovers that a 
student actually did bum the gym, there still 
would be no justiflcation for this thinking. 

A number of students have expressed 
concern about the education they are receiving. 
Some are actively worlang to change it for the 
better. 

EVEN THEY are criticized and called 
trouble-makers. No administrator or state 
official likes to see people rock the boat - 
especially When it is his boat they are rocking. 

Yet American history is full of boat 
rockers. They can be blamed for such things as 
women*! snffraie, minimum wages* safer 
automoHles and even the independoice of the 
United States. 

True, these heroes did not wantonly 
destroy property. 

NETTHER HAS the student body of this 

University. And the students who congregated 
in the Union and Anderson hall Wednesday 
night are guilty of nothing move tiuu giving a 
damn. 

Whoever did set fire to Nichols probably 
will be caught and tried by a jury. While the 
press has every right to editoralize against 
student activism if it chooses, neither it tux 
the . people diould make hasty conduaiaiis.

College of Engineering evaluations will be 
completed by students this week and returned 
to faculty members for evaluation. Results of 
the top one-ttdrd ratings will be released to the 
CoUegian» Engineering n^gazine and wffl be

The Agiiicultuie evaluation results win be 
released to the department heads. 

THE USE of such evaluations shows a 
definite concern by students to update and 
upgrade the education they are receiving. 

It also shows a wOlingness on the part of 
the faculty memben involved to im^ove their 
own courses.

The evahiations can provide a posithre 
method of effective feedback to faculty. Their

Often there is no right or wrong 
located, and if both extremes have strong and 
weak points, there is confusion, lliis applies to 
black radical and white racist causes. 

BLACK POWER advocates at K-State 
bsve a gteat deal to say. But they s^etk to 
audiences who aie not Ustening. The people 
have not been made to Uflen because Hwy aie 
con^med with their pmonai desires, often 
with fulfillment of their own trivial goals. They 
have been raised blind to a cause tliat calls the 
attention of all of the people. 

*'l don't want to be tolerated. 1 want to 
be accepted." The statement came from a 
black pefBon. Refaidkss of his color, his point 
was lie if a penon. He ^plains he does not 
want to be seen fiist as black. He admits his 
pfCjudfee against whites, but says he is trying 
to overcome it And his goal is to get the 
white miuoiity to think about the problem, 
also. 

He has talked a kxig time and oorae up 
asafaist what ^n;>eaii to be an immovable force. 
The drcumstaaces of one face lefiiiiiig to 
Mcept another are onesided losses. The bhek, 

in the minority, suffers more. 

LIKEWISE, he has less to lose, like a 
poor man, if he can amend the system. So lie 
Is willing to pay a price to be heard. 

Because using his mouth has 
accomplished little, the black escalates. The 
next step, in exploding the force shutting iiim 
off from progress, is diock. it conies tat ttie 
form of fear and terror, it is accompanied by 
volume, unconventional language^ dien, 
motions and related shocking tactics. 

NOW THE black is coming through loud 
and clear to the white. He is heard too vividly, 
CO mplains the white. The white was 
unsuspecting. He had heard nothing of the 
humane, dviUsed request that preceded. 

Became of the dramatic, vtotent itaie of 
Events, the memagp is garbled. The while 
society is unwitting to believe that it actuatty 
took all ttiis to make them open their ears. 
People are offended and afraid. They reject 
what they hear. Had the white listened at first, 
there would be no fear. The black was simply 
trying to shake his fear, his subordinate 
position, but he was ignored. 

Now whites can fmr a halt to the 
di^iacefld bduwlor of a group which hat 
finally won the strug^ to be heard. And it Is 
quite believable that few blacks believe they 
are to gain anything unless they continue to 



ULTIMATELY, it is conceivable that the 
pushing could lead to partial destruction. The 
black yells so kwd that few whites can 
understand him. When he spoke normally, he 
was shunned. It is in part his fault that he is 
not received. But he was finistralad and 13^ 
was the logical move. 

One moie attempt at dialogue might or 
might not show satisfactory results. There are 
few reasons supporting it. As in the past, the 
black would risk losing again, but have more to 
gain in a confrontation. 

Yet it seems even to most blacks that 
^^^any thing would be favored over stepping up to 
violence and risking Uves. The lives lost would 
not contribute to sohrinf the problem. They 
iv^idd only widen the gap. - torn pdmer.

Faculty Speaks Out 



'Apathetic' Campus Defended

This writer, like the professors who tubmitted the 
Faculty Speaks Out, "K-SUte Problems Cited," has been 
oonccnied rtout the uarait tnicHig odUm itudeiitt <m 
various campuses. I un happy to learn that these 
colleagues have been interested enough to meet and 
discuss these problems, but 1 must oppose some of their 



APATHETIC STUDENTS - The earlier authois 
referred to "a relatively apathetic student body." Simply 
because the large minority of students aren't constantly 
ehillanging tli« admiaittration, and perlupi 
demonstrating, does not inaui, therefore, they ii« 
apathetic. It may be they are relatively satisfied with the 
system as is, and are more concerned with their studies 
tod •odamfe. 

K>State k neither in a metropolilui area, nor large 
as compared to many other state universities. The 
i^pus setting and the University administration here 
liafa not provided the ttudwti with tiw provocationt 
necessary to incite them. In fact, in several areai, the 
administration has given students more representation 
and participation in University affairs. For example, we 
aow have s student ra p r wa tattw on thB Cinricukun 
ComndttM of the College of Commerce. 

The problems at a school like Berkeley and 
Columbia are much difrerait than at K-State. Perhaps 
thare, itndent action wm naedad, alOovgh I would 
disagree with the methods employed. 

HOWEVER, TO provoke students to action by 
calling them apathetic, and by "picking at haira" such as 
military recruitmrat bootha belag In ths Uaion^in^ead 
of the basement of Andenon Hall seems to be **fidllair* 
for discontent when is not actually there. 

The nUlitaiy in the United SUtes doesn't deeide 
lAether or net we «g| antaga In war&rc. In our 
governmental system, tte military is oontRdled by 
civilian leaders, both elected and appointed. So why 
does everybody atUck the military? That is like dubbing 
tl» telephone lepajii B Mm beeauaa youVe .unhappy wtth 
the telephone UU! Alkiag students to take some sort of 
action against the Union because they permit military 
fwniiting is attacking the wrong source. 

I am not dear as to what the previous authors 
intended by "We therefore urge students to consider 
their pnmary r^ponsibility in this matter," but some 
m ia t uidad students may interpret this as a directive to 
aome show of force. Bdore moouraging studrat 
demonstrations and use of force on the 
should consider the consequences. 

AS CHARLES Fiankel, professor of philosophy at 
Columbia Untvanlty. has said, the use of foice by 
students "assumes that rankling divisions within the 
student body, and rankling divisions within the faculty, 
inevitably caund when such commotions take place, do 
not have an adverse effect on a university tiiat far 
outweighs the hypothetical gains listed. 

*Ht assumes that independence of mind, freedom of 
imiuiry, reasoned discuasion ate not affected by an

atmosphere of latlmidation. It assumes that 

administrative reform conducted under the threat of 
student reprisal is the kind of reform that will lead tp 
dealrabla educationai reanlti; Theae are lane 
assumptions.*' 

His conclusion is that force does not reap gains, but 
losses; in most cases, "those who use it either have no 
idea what they ate doing, or dont care.** <Sea the 
National Observer, Nov. 25, 1968, p. 22). 

RACISM AND Inverse Discrimination - The 
previous authors stated that "A delibente policy of 
iavetae discrhnhmtimi wm cm oeeaiiosi be both just Md 
necessary." Thta idea, if acthrely auppoitad, can result in 
undesirable repercussions foe both the disadvantaged and 
the te$t of society. 

During a recent sunmer, this author woifeed undw 
the ai^rvision of a Negro who was the head of the 
NAACP chapter in EvansviUe, Ind. This gentleman was 
appalled by the concept of "invene discrimination." 

This, of couise, is not the same aa ''equal 
opportunity" which he was actively supporting. He felt 
the only workable method for promoting Negroes into 
better jobs and a higher standard of living, in the long 
run, was through bfeaklni the vfdous cyde of iMk of 
parental guidance and incentive, poor education, and 
higher rates of illness and lost days at school and on the 
job. His father had been a sharecropper from Georgia, 
but had encouraged all of his ctafldien to worh thdr wsQT 
through college which they had done. Thus^ they had 
successfully broken the cycle. 

SEVERAL MONTHS ago, there was a company 
which hired, for $16,000, a Negro e>«hien, with a 
newly acquired masters degree, because they needed to 
demonstrate the company's desire to integrate. The 
^»ng rate for this man's skills was al»out $9,000 to 
$11,000. This type of invene diacriminatfen was not 
only expensive for the company, but, in the long run, 
will be detrimental to this young man. Now he is 
somewhat of a freak and will be under pressure to really 
prove his wotHl He wfll have to be an **AI1-Ameiiean** 
Negro engineer. 

Certain types of inverse discrimination may destroy 
incentive and pride of accomplishment (give-away 
profimms) while others, waA as tiie Negro engineer 
example, may create extreme pressures on the redpient. 
Our society should give them the same opportunities 
that the **advmntaged** have, bttt we need not gorge them 
through inverae discrimiitt^m. The fun page 
advertisement on p. S of the De& 12 CoHeglail Mpffessaa 
the idea.

Jordan Miller, president of 
Fmvittjf Senate, said there is "a 

definite communications 
breakdown between the two 
groups. 

Hs explained that the faculty 
representrtfras seated cm Student 
Senate have no connections with 
Faculty Senate and no 
lesponsibllitieBto tiiat body. 

'The faculty rcpfesntatives 
don't even have to report to us 
about Student Senate," Miller 
said. 

Recently both legislative 
bodies have started exchanging 
the minutes of their meetings so 
that both groups know what tiia 
other is doing. 

FACULTY SENATE usually 
conducts its meetings in private, 
he said. 

Miller explained tbiA any ffoup 

fmds it more difficult to discuss 
issues when under public scrutiny. 

"Since a university faculty is a 
doaad prafesakinal group,** Miller 
said, *i feel that it has a right to 
conduct closed meetings. Most of 
the things we discuss are of little 
interest to the publie hi geomal 
anyhow." 

Miller said that one possible 
way to improve interaction 
between facutty, students and 
administration is by the 
organization of a University 
*%upergovemment" that would 
consist of members from mdh of 
the three axm» of Untfttrslty 
government. 

AN ORGANIZATION 
composed of all three arms of 
University govemmnit would be 
t>etter equipped to deal with 
problems affecting the Universi^ 
as a whole, he explained. 

Instructor and course 
evaluation programs ara being 
investigated by the individual 
ooUege councils. Morrow said. 

"SGA had tlw t^tlon of either 
settii^ up evahtation p rogr asM 
itself, or of funding the college 
councils to allow them to do it,** 
hesaid.

"It's been a great success," he 
said.

included the [residents of 2S 
rn^or campus organizations. It 
would have inanred 
communicatimi between all of 
those organizations and SGA. It 
would have greatly increased the 
ef5ciracy of tbe otgs^zations. 

**We had a couple of 
meetings," Morrow said, "but 
only six or seven of the 25 invited 
oquiiEatl(»M sent rementetives, 
so we discontinued the program." 

A document described as a 
"student bill of rights" was passed 
by Student Senate. Tbe bUl, titled 
"Student Rights and 
Responsibilities in the University 
Community", outlines rights and 
le^KMidbltlties of studmits In the 
areas of daaroom procedure, 
student records, student aft;nrs, 
off-campus freedom and 
procedural standards in 
disciplinary actions. 

JEFF SPEARS, chairman of 
the Senate internal affairs 
committee which sponsored the 
bill, said he considered the 
legislation to be the most 
important business undertaken by 
his committee this year. 

The Student Rights biU is 
based on a document titled "A 
Joint Statement on Rights and 
Fieedoms of Students** which was 
accepted by Faculty Senate. 

The internal affairs committee 
spent two mmths modifying the

The journal was first pubUihed 
in 1937 in Washiogton, D.C., at 
**nw lonnul of t&e Amttieui 
Military mtbOKf FomidnticMi." an 
organization which had been 
created in 1933. SubsequenUy the 
foundation bectme the Anwrien 
Military Institute, and the name 
of the journal wai cruised to 
"MiUtary Affairs." 

FOR THE past 17 years (he 
jownd has beea edited by Capt. 
Victor Gondos Jr., of the National 
Archives. Some two years ago he 
indicated a desire to retire, and 
negotiatioiii benm by K-State in 
December, 1963, moved ahead 
rapidly. It took several montlu for 
aU the details to be worked out, 
and Volume XXXH. Number 2. 
OctobCT, 1968, was the first issue 
to be putdished for the American 
MlUtary Institute by K-State*s 
history department 

Under the present arrangement, 
the editor is Robin Higbam 
bistofy department ptott 
asaiataott are AbtgaS 
editorial and business manager, 
and Sharion Murphy, secretary. 

THE JOURNAL has long been 
(tof oted to pubUdiing articles did

**Severa) of our closest and best4ntentioned friends argue in 
favor of the practice - e.g., recruiting necessity (keeping up 
with the Joneses), administrative convenience (simplifies 
board and room bookkeeping), facilitates coaching 
d^ipUne (easy bed checks) and improves communications 
(fewer notices on fewer bullethi boards).

"The athletic dormitory makes the resident an athlete 
fii^t and a student second.

McDougal Aims at Big Three 



"Some people at Iowa State, it is reported, are casting 
flHVious eyes at the new athletic dormitory at Kansas State. 

**Such a building, even if feasible, would be a grave 
mistake. It would promote segregation of a type 
undesirable on any campus - that of aUdete from 
non-athlete.** 

SUCH CRITiCISM, eqiedaUy when it hits so dose to 
home, deserves to be answered. Not only because the 
argument against the athletic dormitory is serious, but 
because, on the surface at least, the argument appears 
reasonable. 

It*s no secret that athletics is big business. Winning, 
and losbig, athletic programs cost money - more money, in 
iMt, than the aveiaie Saturday fan lealixes^ One wuioe 
tibae to K*SUte athlete estimated that football ahme at 
K-State has cost nearly eight miUion dollaif in the last two 
years with all cost factors taken into account. 

HIGH COSTS make having a winning team a necessity. 
Winners are supported with increased gate receipts as well 
as with moral support And the calibre of player it takes to 
taild a winner can abnost write his own tidtet; he choows 
the adiool wUh the most to offtr, e.t., penonal 
educational enviraiuMt and hving c qnd t tioiii 
to Ut bail ynfteaiaMa on and off «ie aflliife 
field. 

All this leads to the athletic dormitory. It's like having 
a royal flush in poker Arhen it comes to recruiting 
super-athletes. One football player said the athletic 
lesidenoe hall was about a 75 per cent influence in getting 
lecruita. 

ONCE THE top athletes are enrolled here they are 
molded by K-St^'S moMmit coaches into winning teams. 'Vinning 
teams lead to wlnidaa Uaihloiit. which ImA to mm turn, whidi M 
to higher sate receipts. The ^te receipts go into the ithletic fund along 
with the $$O.00Oi^ttt horn student feet and the bulk from dooatioiii. 
In other wofdt. the aAUelle bndfet hMhidei so tax doOan. 

Winning teams also financially boost the entiie imwersity. fnAc 
ia tiM nntMHl^. WMdi liadi to dWMtioiw hi aawr mmv «aa bt 
ilrived from no greater sotint than pride in the unhrenlty% athletic 
teams. In fact, ali-univemty donations have increased 1 5 per cent since 
Jin Mw era of ^^ace Gibson b^an two yens ago, according to one

Editor Guided 
By Principles 

There is no 8«fe {dace, Jndiicling the editor's 
office, to hide from the uiuett flwt peniieetn 
tilis nation and this University. 

As a member of a free and responsible press, 
the Collegian editor must come to grips with the 
reality of unrest every day. It is a heavy buiden 
' but it is wdcomed. 

FOR THE BURDEN causes tJie editor to 
examine every story and every editorial as a 
matter of priiiciple, a matter of conscience that 
win not go aw^ at fhe end of a worldng day. 

And the editor must fi^ce his critics daHty, 
the ones who want to censor, to pressure, to 
intimidate becaue tbey diaagiee what Is 
ininted. 

As a former Collegian editor has said, "One 
thing this job does for you is enforce some of 
your principles -• maybe beeause they*ie 
constantly being chslieiiged. Prom all sides, 
from within.'* 

THE COLLEGIAN, because of its editorial 
policy and autxmomous relationship with the 
University, has never been <»nioied or 
Ifueatened with censorship. 

It has been owtigated by critics who wish for 
the peaceful days of Homecoming dances and 
football games. But the times have changed and 
so must newspapers in their coverage. 

It would mean abdicating the responsibility 
to report the significant news, including 
conflicting reports and Ofidnlons* if unrest and 
owgywi ia l jst HflU yew Ipwwed. 

m COUMiAN tiiei to find anawMS for 
the unrest, to reason when others have failed in 
reasoning, to ask uncomfortable questions and 
probe when others are afraid to do so. 

Often, as this semester has proved, there are 
no easy answers to the unrest; there are no ways 
to reason with people who do not understand; 
there are no ways to provide infomution when 
people refoae to tallc 

The Cdl^Eian has been interpieted, at 
various times, as advocating extremism, violence 
and other evils of the times. But it has not been 
afraid to answer its critics or to stand on the side 
of controversial issues it believes is right 

To be truly responsible by ethical standard^ 
the press must remain fearless and free. 

The Colle^an must not be afraid to questicm 
any group's actions or motives, indudlng the 
adnrinittimtion, facuHyi students or outside 
pubUe; Nor must it be aMd to sui^ort any of 
those groups if necessary. 

CAMPUS UNEASE is growing, not lessening, 
and more action s and motives will be 
questioned. More blame will be placed, rightly 
or wrongly, on the heads of students, faculty 
and administratois. 

Some say the press, indudlng ttie Collegian, 
can be an afsnt for solvint the unrest Peiliaps. 
but tiie Cdleklan does not have a magic ftmnula. 

It can be an agent for examining 
controversy, for clarifying actions, for arguing 
rationally, for keepii^ communication open 
between aU sides. 

IT IS A responsibility that requires the 
' ^tor to face up to piincjples and pwures 
daily. It leaves no room for tg uo is i nc e or 
mlliiice of the issues. 

I And if the job is done weO* tiiea the editor 
can leave the term, without regrets fi ff|bfljit|ing 
to pressures or breaking principles. 
■ For me, the term is ended and there are no 
legrets. There is confidence that the Collegian

Lupri Views Class Incident

8. You will note that ouj accovnti of Ite incident differ 
Miikittgly ftom meet of ttie i fartMnenta made m 
attributed to us 

EVEN THE COLLEGIAN'S first report Jan. 8 was 
partially inaocunte ai a caieful compntem wUl leveaL 
Eiccept for the WIBW Ian. 7 at 10 p.m., wUch 
was a correction of its first statement at 6 p.m., all 
reports 1 have read seem to imply or even state that 
itudenti who disrupted the class had my permission to 
dliropt tiw dm. That f alae. 

After countering the initial disruption and use of 
oibscenities, I allowed Andrew Rollins to make his 
Itetement to irald fhe poasibiUty of an uncontroUable 
con&Dntatiott and pooflile puile among the 2S0 
itudents in the class. ! hope the enclosed statements help 
to ccffrect most of the distortions made and provide a 
•oundtt Inali for futiite judgments. 

When I raAered PS 101 at atbout 2:35 pjn., dx blade 
students including Ken Jones, a member of the class, 
were seated center front. Since none approached me, I 
did not question thdr presence, but anunied they were 
interested in social stratification, tbe topic for the wedc. 

AT 2:30 P.M.. I made preliminary remarks regarding 
exams, future lectures, and that DiSanto would lecture 
nHct weelc <m nee and «lhnlc idai^biM.' 

Beginning the lecture, I had said that "In every 
society some men are identified as superior and others as 
lllffli^ . . .** When I reached "Thne contracts - 
betwMn higlMr and lower, ricii and poor, powerfid and 
powerless - constitute the substance and nature of 
social stratification," a black student (who 1 learned 
later was Rollins) started to talk toudly to the other 
Utdtatndenta. 

I laid, "Any atnleiit wbo hat a conunoit ihmild 
raise his hand." 

ROLLINS RAISED HIS hand, stood up snd said he 
wanted to nuik» « ilslemait on aodal stratification and 
ndam in the United States. 

I interjected that we would bave m 
question-and-aniwer period after the lecture. 

He thm went to tin boot nyias be would nice to 
nwkB a statement at that time, and, without my 
permission, immediately proceeded. I do not recall all 
hii comments but am<u« them were that sociology

I INTERRUPTED TO ask him to restrain himself in 
his choice of words. At that point about 25 of the 248 
atodanti Ml liw room. 




RolMns oontfamed about five minutes about the 

fffoblems of race in this country. He was assisted by 
another bbck student (identified only as Frank) who 
said a few words about social ttratiftatin in the United 
States. 

I then asked the class to vote on whether to allow 
the second black student to continue with his statement 
about dasa stmctioe, whl^b wmaud to be rctowit to the 
topic of the iM^nre. The nudacity of tlw dam voted for 
him to continue. 

I added that this would provide a basis for a 
meanii^id dialogue betwem the speaker and lite daaa 
and that questions ought to be raised afterwards. 

AFTER HIS SHORT statement students 
immediately raised what appeared to me very 
meaningfU qnestkms. The dialiq^ continued until 3:20 
p.m. when the dass was dismissed, but a great number of 
students came up front to talk to the black students. 

1 interrupted, addressing the black students, and 
expraaed Htnm dtaapproval of fkeb appioadi. Eadi 
black student apdkkgtzed petsoiully for the way they 
behaved and shook my hand saying tiuty had eqjoyed 
the period much. 

TTiey o en lli me d their dlalogme with white students 
until the instructor of the next class arrived, and I adeed 
all students to leave the room at 3:30 p.m. 
1 Three graduate assistants and a fourth graduate 
stititont attended the foil chM isesion. IHSinto and 
Friedmann took seats in the bade at about 3 p-m. 
Several students who left eariltc letiRMd duiag the 
dialogue.

1 replied that I knew nothing of it, but that Lupri was 
lectuxing this week. Since the da&s was still in session, I 
thought that we ought to investigate. 

Between 3:05 and 3:10 p.m. we entered the 
dassroom, and 1 observed Lupri moderating a class 
d il ffl M aion. Luph had the class under his complete 
oontnd, and it nmaiiiBd ao for tlie duntion ot the 
period.

Governor's Mansion Builds 
New Tradition Since 1962

cedar Ciesr is located fife 
miles west of the state capitid 
building, executive mansion of the 
state and home of ICansas 
govoraoiirinoe 1962. 

The marudon was willed to the 
state in 1955, the bequest of Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank MacLennon to be 
used as a home for chirf 
executives. It was left vacant fot 
six years because Govs. George 
Docking and Fred HaU ooiiiidered 
the nunsion on Bacfamian St. in 
Topeka » adequate. 

GOV. JOHN Anderson asked 
the legislature in January, 1961 
for funds to refurbish the 
atrttctnre to make it the 
permanent home of Kansas 
governors. The legislature 
responded by appropriating 
$100,000 for the project, and 
added an additional SI 50,000 in 
late 1961 to finish the project. 

The raiovatiosi was comfMed 
in the faU of 1962 lid m 
Andersons moved in. 

Cedar Crest is located high on a 
hiH oTCilooking the Kansas River 
and is sunonnded tv344 acMiof 
timberland. 

MacLENNON purchased the 
land in 1924 for S60^ and 
hired WOUam Wright, a Kansu 
City architect, to design the 
mansion. The s^cture was 
completed in 1928 hi n VamA - 
Norman style. 

Guests of Gov. and Mrs. 
Docking enter through a great oak 
door over which is carved **Cedar

Guests enter the main 

reception hall which is furnished 
with furniture from the first 
executive mansion and covered 
with pale green carpet. Two 
paintings, by Pauline Shirer, of 
Topeka, of the old and new 
mansions are hangiiig in the 
halhray. 

TO THE west of the reception 
hall is located the living room 
with a marble fireph^ and aevenl 
bookshehres, containing many of 
MacLennan's 3,500 books. 

The view from the living room 
window! is of the Knnsss River. 
From the south window one can 
see the meadow that nearly 
surrounds the man^on. 

The dining rocHn located on 
the eut aide of the reception hall 
contains furniture given to the 
state by the late Gov. Andrew 
Schoeppel daring hia 
administration (1943-47). 

THE NORTH end of the first 
floor is taken up with a library 
de il gnid hy MacUansa. Over its 
native rock fireplace is carved the 
MacLennan coat of arms. Its Latin 
Motto, "Dum Spiro Spero." is
